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Mayor Weeks At Inaugural 
Says That He Will Insist 
On Economy This Year 

States That City Lost Money By Accepting PWA Grants for 
Public Improvements 


On January 5. 1874, GO years ago, 
the first Mayor of our city, the Hon. 
James F. C. Hyde, stood before the 
law-mnking body of this community 
and urged this fellow citizens to 
“adopt a system of careful economy 
in their homes, in their city, in their 
state and in the nation,” for business 
was at a low ebb and uncertainty 
hung over the future. And as your 
present Mayor, beginning the last 
year of my service to this city, I feel 
that I can do no better than to re- 
peat his words— for we too in this 
city and throughout the nation and 
the world face an uncertain future. I 
shall continue to call for ordered 
economy, as the way out of our dilem- 
ma. if I am the only political office 
holder in America doing so, because 
it is my most sincere conviction that 
until we balance budgets, stop reckless 
spending, eliminate the threat of gov- 
ernment competition with business, 
and give encouragement to legitimate 
private enterprise that the road we 
travel will be a rough one. 

Listen, if you will, to a voice from 
the past — listen to the words of May- 
or Hyde who started this city on its 
way. To my mind they might very 
well have been written for today’s 
uses. His advice is sound and be- 
cause the men of those days even- 
tually listened to it they emerged 
from dark and troubled times into 
the sunlight of prosperity just as we 
shall when we face hard, sound econ- 
omic facts and stop listening to the 
group of dreamers who, at a few 
strokes, would refashion the whole 
economic system. 

In simple, yet forceful language, 
the first chief executive of Newton 
said: "I believe the time has come 
to adopt a system of the most careful 
economy in the home, the town, the 
city, county, state and nation. We 
cannot, as a people, go on much long- 
er as we have been going for the 
past 10 years without disastrous re- 
sults. 

“With business at a low ebb, and 
uncertainty hanging over the future, 
should we not be very careful in the 
expenditures we make? We know 
that some large cities in the country 
have pursued such an extravagant 
and reckless course that they find it 
very difficult to borrow money at any 
fair rate of interest. On all sides we 
hear of rapidly increasing city and 
town debts. The time for payment 
of both principal and interest of such 
debts will come sooner or later and 
must, in some cases, prove a very 
heavy burden. 

“Let us be content to do without 
some luxuries that we should like 
well enough rather than burden our- 
selves and our children with a large 
debt. I do not ask or expect you to 
stop all progress and improvements, 
und maintain a ‘masterly inactivity,’ 
but to exercise wise discrimination, 
and only attempt those improvements 
which are necessary, and for the best 
interest of all concerned. 

“There may be a few interested 
parties who will complain if we guard 
the treasury too carefully, but the ma- 
jority of our citizens will thank us 
for all honest endeavors to conduct 
the affairs of the city in a truly 
economical manner.” 

Those were the words expressed 
years ago by the first Mayor of New- 
ton. I firmly believe they apply today 
as forcefully as they did then, und 
that while we must not, as he warned, 
maintain an attitude of ‘masterly in- 
ictivity,’ we shall be well advised to 


proceed slowly and cautiously in the 
matter of municipal expenditures. 

Fortunately we have a good board 
of city governors. Tme we lost only 
yesterday some of the best servants 
the city ever had — men who gave 
freely of their time and talents with- 
out compensation but with honor — 
but today we have replaced them with 
other good men who are intent on 
maintaining the proud record of New- 
ton and adding to its reputation. Nine 
new men have come into membership 
in this board within a short time. 
Seven of them are sitting among you 
today for the first time, and the 
School Committee presents one new 
member who was not with us a year 
ago today. 

It becomes my pleasure to welcome 
them as members of this city govern- 
ment. They must already realize 
that they are filling the ranks of 
Newton’s leading citizenry, who year 
after year have held to the objective 
of creating in this favored spot a city 
as nearly ideal from every standpoint 
as man could wish for. You here who 
will make our local laws have a re- 
sponsibility and trust that cannot but 
be considered seriously and dis- 
charged honestly and faithfully. I 
am confident that you will do your 
part with Newton’s high ideals of mu- 
nicipal government ever in mind. 

It is gratifying to be able to say 
once more as I have in several pre- 
ceding yeurs that Newton’s finan- 
cial condition continues to be sat- 
isfactory. We continue to meet our 
obligations as they mature, and our 
credit continues to be unquestioned, 
as is well evidenced by the extreme- 
ly low rates of interest which we pay 
for borrowed money. As an example 
of tills, excepting two temporary 
loans made in January and February, 
our average rate on the ten succeed- 
ing loans for 1934 was less than V6 of 
one per cent. There are, however, 
some aspects to our balance sheet 
which are not all that we might have 
hoped for. Our net debt shows an 
increase of approximately $610,000, as 
compared to January 1, 1934, largely 
due to loans made to cover the cost 
of our several Public Works Admin- 
istration projects. I know of no pro- 
jects for 1935 which will involve the 
necessity of borrowing money how- 
ever, so I anticipate, as a result of 
serial retirements during the corning 
year, that the net debt will. ]2 months 
hence, show a substantial reduction 
from today’s total, which I trust may 
be tlie high point for some years to 
come. Our borrowing capacity re- 
mains approximately the same as for 
1934 in view of the fact that most of 
our loans during the year were made 
outside of the debt limit. The rig- 
urea for the city surplus are not at 
present available. I anticipate how- 
ever, that they will show a moderate 
shrinkage from tire comparable lig- 
ures for the preceding year. In any 
discussion of our present financial 
conditions, it seems to me pertinent 
to call your attention to the fact that 
tax collections remain a problem — 
the evidence being found in the total 
of tax titles held by the city. The 
comparative annual figures from Janu- 
ary 1, 1930, to date, are as follows:

School Program 
For ERA Centres 

Weekly Forums Will Also Be 
Conducted 


In connection with tlie opening of 
the community centres in different 
parts of Newton by the Newton Rec- 
reation Department, a plan for the 
establishment of certain classes by the 
School Department is under consid- 
eration. Such a plan would be fin- 
anced by ERA fundH. It would enable 
classes to be started in several cen- 
tres throughout the city in various 
subjects in which adults in the com- 
munity may be interested. 

Superintendent Warren in discuss- 
ing the mntter suggested for each \ 
centre a forum group, meeting once a I 
week to discuss current problems; 
classes m economics, sociology, art. 
music drama; maintenance classes for 
those who have studied foreign lan- 
guages and wish to continue their 
study of these languages; maintenance 
classes in stenography and account- 
ing for those who have had some train- 
ing in these fields, as well as classes 
in physical education. 

In order to get this program in op- 
eration, it is necessary to secure per- 
sons who have had training in these 
various fields and who are eligible 
under the ERA regulations for em- 
ployment. 

To the end that such classes may 
he started in various centres, the 
Superintendent of Schools is inter- 
viewing on Saturday morning, Jan. 5, 
persons who consider themselves 
qualified by training and experience 
to undertake such work. 


Saltonstall Talks 
At Meeting of 
Newton Rotary 

Says Federal Government Has 
Usurped State Rights

The Hon. Leverett Saltonstall, 
speaker of the Massachusetts House, 
gave tlie members of the Newton Ro- 
tary Club and their guests food for 
thought in his talk to them Monday 
noon. Spenking on political problems 
facing the Commonwealth, Mr. Sal- 
tonstall emphasized the importance of 
a strong minority party if our demo- 
cratic system is to continue. With 46 
per cent of the popular vote going to 
the Republicans, we have then in 
Massachusetts a strong minority par- 
ty which should be effective. 

"We shall hear a great deal about 
the gasoline tax during the next ses- 
I sion on Beacon Hill," said the spenk- 
■ er. "Shall the tax be used only for 
the benefit of the highways, or shall 
some of it be used for other things 
in helping to balance the budget? 
Then the question of biennial ses- 
sions is bound to come again. Only 
four or five states still have annual 
sessions. But can Massachusetts af- 
ford to give up its traditional right 
of free petition? With the enormous 
number of petitions annually, a yearly 
session would seem necessary — a safe- 
guard for the blowing off of steam.” 

Mr. Sultonstall called attention to 
tlie tremendous growth of power in 
the federal government during the 
past two years and the consequent di- 
minution of state rights. “How much 
of our local affairs do we want Wash- 
ington to manage for us. he asked. 
Massachusetts has worked out many 
social problems for herself which the 
federal government now wants to do 
for states that have not had tlie same 
advantages. Is it fair that Massachu- 
setts should lie taxed for these fed- 
eral activities?” In conclusion, he 
asked, “How far do we want a strong 
central government to go?” 

Warren Brimblecom, representative 
from Newton in the House, intro- 
duced Speaker Sultonstall as the next 
Republican governor of tlie Common- 
wealth.

Judge Ellas B. Bishop, of the Mas- 
sachusetts Superior Court, died at his 
home, 40 Tlie LMges rd„ Newton Cen- 
tre. on Snnday, Dec. 30. Judge Bish- 
op’s death was unexpected, and fol- 
lowed a heart attack. Whfle presid- 
ing at the equity session In the Suffolk 
Superior Court on Friday, he had 
mentioned that he did not feel well, 
hut lie did not suppose his condition 
was serious. 

Judge Bishop was born in Newton 
Centre, August 2, 1869. the son of 
Judge and Mrs. Robert R. Bishop. He 
attended the Newton public schools 
aud Phillips Andover Academy, grad- 
uated from Harvard in 1894. and from 
Harvard Law School in 1897. In 1898 
he became a partner in the law firm 
of Cushing & Cabot and he was as- 
sociated with George M. Cashing un- 
til he was appointed to the superior 
court bench in 1920 by Governor Cool- 
idge. In 1905 and 1900 he was a 
member of the Newton Board of Al- 
dermen. In 194)7, 1908 and 1909 he 
represente<l Newton in the State Legis- 
lature. In 1915 he was appointed City 
Solicitor or Newton by Mayor Childs. 
During the fourteen years he served 
as a judge of the superior court be 
gained a high reputation for ability, 
fairness and the proper use of lenien- 
cy or severity when either was jus- 
tified. He was a lifelong member of 
the First Congregational Church. New- 
ton Centre, and was quite active in civ- 
ic affairs of his community. He was 
a member of the Union Club and City 
Club of Boston, was a trustee of And- 
over Academy since 1907 and Presi- 
dent of its trustees in recent years. 

In 1894 lie married Emilie F. Hunt- 
er. She died in 1904. In 1914 he mar- 
ried Della M. Cleaves, who had been 
his secretary. He is survived by his 
widow, four children. Robert R., of 
West Newton: Mrs. Albert R.. of Wes- 
ton: Stephen H.. of Newton Centre, 
and John H.. a student at Andover. 

Judge Bishop's funeral was held 
on Tuesday afternoon at his late 
home. Rev. Edward T. Sullivan 
of Trinity Church officiated.

NEWTON TRACK TEAM 
OPENS SEASON 
AT NEWT0NV1LLE 

Newton’s track team will open their 
ambitious 1935 schedule tomorrow at 
2 p. m. at the drill shed track in Now- 
tcnville, where they engage Lawrence 
High in a dual meet. With two de- 
pendable veterans in Warren Wiltons 
and Captain A1 Freeman, Coach Don- 
ald G. Enoch has been quietly build- 
ing a new but powerful team. To- 
morrow’s meet will be the only New- 
ton appearance of the track team un- 
til the Medford dual meet on Febru- 
ary 7. 

Captain Al Freeman is the surest 
point-winner on the team. Running 
in a time trial recently, Freeman set 
up a new record for the 600-yard run 
of 1 m. 20 1-5 s. The best previous 
time for the event was made years 
ago by Eugene "Red’’ Record of 
Brookline High, more recently an I. 
C. 4A hurdling champion while at 
Harvard. While the old record was 
made in spiked shoes, Freeman step- 
ped his fast 600 in sneakers. Run- 
ning against Lawrence, the Newton 
flyer will have the support of Bob 
Kiley and Burleigh Fernald. 

Warren Wlttens will run the hur- 
dles, and may be relied on for points.

Witten goes 
from the hurdles to the 300-yard run.

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GOVERNMENT OF NATION, STATE, AND CITY 


With the new year the minds of the people are focused upon 
the inauguration of new governing bodies in national, state and 
municipal capacities. It is rather a coincidence that in all three 
of these divisions of our form of representative government 
unusual or unprecedented situations are occurring. Nationally 
the “lame duck” sessions of Congress have passed out of ex- 
istence. The present Congress was elected last November and 
begins its work two months later instead of the former four- 
teen months. In addition the present Congress is marked by a 
smaller Republican minority than ever before in the history of 
the country. Such a situation presents dangers which cannot 
be overlooked. We trust that the Republican minority will be 
constructively critical of measures which are unsound and 
co-operatively inclined to a point beyond partisanship of 
those measures which are of real benefit. 

In the state of Massachusetts we have several unprecedented 
situations. Chief among these are the filibustering measures 
beftig carried on in the Senate. A deadlock which prevented 
that body from taking part in the inaugural exercises of the 
new Governor. It is indicative of stormy sessions to come 
later when important measures affecting the citizens of the 
Commonwealth must be considered. It is indicative of compro- 
mises that frequently detract from the full benefits of desir- 
able legislation. A situation which calls for the setting aside 
of selfish interests. The inaugural of Governor Curley yester- 
day, in the absence of the Senate, also made history when 
the new Chief Executive took the oath of office from the Sec- 
retary of State at exercises at which the Speaker of the House 
presided. Governor Curley’s inaugural address was another 
feature. In a few brief words the lengthy message might well 
be described as characteristic of the man, of his energy, of his 
alertness, of his feelings, and of his ability. 

Locally the inaugural exercises on Tuesday witnessed the 
induction into office of a larger number of new members of 
the Board of Aldermen than for many years. The new board 
will play its part in the affairs of the city in this period of 
recovery. Mayor Weeks quoted from the address of Mayor 
Hyde, the first chief executive of Newton as a city, delivered 
at a time when the country was emerging from a period of 
depression. That address sounded the call to cling to that 
which was proved sound yet it pointed out the necessity for 
progress. 

Truly it cannot be denied that the eyes and minds of the 
citizens are focused upon the governing bodies of the nation, 
state, and municipality as never before. We do not fear for 
the future. The traditions of our country, the spirit of our 
people, \yill not fail if we aim for a common goal.

Saturday morning when a truck 
driven by Raymond Bourne of Marl- 
boro struck Charles Semple.

name Alderman Bowen as chairman 
of the Finance Committee because of 
his seniority on that committee. In- 
stead, he had specified another Aider- 
man for this office. When this be- 
came known shortly before the time 
for starting the inaugural exercises, 
Gordon was approached by some mem- 
bers of the Board and told that unless 
he named Bowen as chairman, Aider- 
man Floyd would be elected presi- j 
dent despite the action of the De- I 
cember 17th caucus. Gordon then 
yielded and instead of adhering to the 
choice he had made for the Finance 
Committee chairmanship. named 
Bowen. 

The mix-up on Tuesday was a se- 
quel of the rivalry for the Presidency 
of the Board of Aldermen between Al- 
dermen Gordon and Floyd. Gordon 
has been a member of the Board 
for 12 years und chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee for the past two 
years. Floyd has been an Alderman 
for six years. It has been the prac- 
tice of the Aldermen in recent years 
to udvance the Chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee to the office of Pres 
ident of the Board. During the past 
ten years Aldermen White, George 
Pratt. Weeks and Collins were so ad- 
vanced. Some weeks ago Alderman 
Floyd became a candidate for presi- 
dent and a campaign among the 1935 
members was started in his behalf. 
It appeared that he had a sure ma- 
jority of the necessary votes. Gor- 
don, however, laid claim to the office 
on the strength of his seniority in 
the Board und the established pre- 
cedent of advancing the Finance Com- 
mittee chairman. An issue foreign 
to Newton politics wus allegedly in- 
jected into the campaign which gave 
Gordon an added argument. Gordon 
made it known that ho intended to 
make u real fight for the office. Sub- 
sequently. at a caucus of the mem- 
bers of the 1935 Bourd of Aldermen, 
held ut City Hall on the night of De- 
cember 17, Gordon was unanimously 
nominated for the office of President, 
uud Floyd for Vice President. One 
of the principal prerogatives of the 
President of the Aldermen bus been 
the selecting of the various commit- 
tees und their ehuirmen. The Fi- 
nance Committee rates as the most 
important in the Board.

As it is, much more sand was spread 
during the past week than during any 
similar period in the past, and more 
sidewalks have been sanded than dur- 
ing any icy spell. 


Economics Talk 
At Central Club 
Monday Night 


Central Club of the Central Con- 
gregational Church of Newtonvillo is 
going to consider in its January meet- 
ing next Monday night the field of 
economics. The attention of the coun- 
try under the government has been 
centered on various angles of the New 
Deal but little has been said about 
the consumers. 

The speaker at this regular meeting 
of the Men’s Club will he Dr. William 
Trufant Foster of the Poliak Founda- 
tion. Dr. Foster has had a distin- 
guished career as an educator and 
economist. He is a graduate of Har- 
vard, was for several years on the 
faculty at Bowdoin, and subsequently 
became President of Reed College, 
Portland. Oregon. Since the war he 
has devoted much of his time to writ- 
ing and lecturing. In the field of 
economics he has blazed new trails 
and has done much to popularize that 
subject. 

With Wadill Catchings, who estab- 
lished the Poliak Foundation, he has 
been the author of several books 
which challenged wide attention. They 
are "Money”, “Profits”, "Business 
Without a Buyer”, and “The Road to 
Plenty." Ho has also contributed 
many articles to magazines and was 
the author of a series of syndicated 
articled which dealt with various eco- 
nomic problems in vigorous fashion 
which were copyrighted by the Mc- 
Clure Syndicate and appeared In many 
newspapers a few years ago. 

I)r. Foster has been lately engaged 
In Washington In forming Consumers’ 
Advisory Bourds, believing that the 
consumer wus more or less at the 
mercy of the manufacturers and of the 
labor unions under the code. His sub- 
ject Is "Can the Consumer Stand the 
Truth?" 

In addition to this feature of the 
program a musical treat has been Bet 
up. Mr. Louis Sclmlk, who has been 
for fifteen years the populur song 
leader of the Boston Rotary Club, will 
lead group singing und also render 
several solos. Ho will be uccompunied 
by Mrs. Schalk. Mr. Schulk is a 
teacher of singing und public speak- 
ing. Ho has studied ubroud and is 
a recognized expert in his field. 


Shortly nftcr noon yesterday Ills 
Excellency Janies M. Curley took the 
oath of office as Governor of Mass- 
achusetts at inaugural exercises 
which made history in this Common- 
wealth. Due to the failure of the 
Senate to organize nnd to elect a pres- 
ident the upper branch of the Gen- 
eral Court was not present at the 
proceedings although the Constitution 
of the State reads that the Governor- 
elect shall be sworn into office by 
the President of the Sennte at a 
joint convention of the two legisla- 
tive branches. Calling the House of 
Representatives to order Speaker 
Loverett Saltonstnll of Newton quoted 
this statute from the laws. He also 
quoted a portion of the statutes 
which makes it mandatory for the 
Governor-elect to take office on the 
first Wednesday in January. Thus 
it became necessary for some other 
qualified official to administer the 
oaths of office to the new Governor 
and the new Lieutenant Governor. Le- 
gal opinion had previously been 
sought ns to the performance of this 
duty by either the Secretary of State 
or the Chief Justice of the Supreme 
Judicial Court. Accordingly the oaths 
of office to Governor Curley nnd Lieu- 
tenant Governor Joseph J. Hurley 
were administered by Secretary of 
State Frederic W. Cook, the only sur- 
viving Republican state-wide office 
holder. Governor Curley’s inaugural 
address is said to be the longest 
ever delivered in Massachusetts and 
took approximately an hour and one 
half to read. The address, character- 
istic of its author, contained many 
recommendations for legislation, and 
constitutional changes, Governor Cur- 
ley, among other things, would abol- 
ish the Governor’s Council, the Bos- 
ton Finance Commission, the State 
Board of Tax Appeals, county govern- 
ment and the pre-primary conven- 
tion. He would reduce the member- 
ship in the Legislature to one-half of 
its present size. He would retire 
judges at seventy years of age and 
would change the term of office of 
many state appointees to coincide 
with the term of office of the Gov- 
ernor. 

One of the largest crowds in his- 
tory witnessed the exercises or 
heard the proceedings broadcast 
through the amplifying system which 
had been set up. It was estimated 
that nearly ten thousand persons were 
at thp State House during the exer- 
cises. 

Wednesday morning at ten o’clock 
party caucuses were held by the mem- 
bers of the House and Senate. The 
House caucus of Republicans was 
unanimous in its selection of Speaker 
Leverett Saltonstall to serve In that 
office for a fourth consecutive term. 
The House Democrats united on Rep- 
resentative Edward J. Kelley. When 
the House convened at eleven o’clock 
Rep. Orvis F. Kinney of West Bridge- 
water, senior member, was named 
temporary presiding officer under the 
statutes. The oath of office wns ad- 
ministered to the members of the 
House by Governor Ely after which 
the election of Speaker, House Clerk 
and Sergeant of Arms was held. Speak- 
er Saltonstall was elected over 
Rep. Kelley, Democratic candidate, by 
a vote of 121 to 112. Frank E. Bridg- 
man, of Quincy, was reelected House 
Clerk and Charles O. Holt of Somer- 
ville was reelected Sergeant of Arms. 

Speaker Saltonstall announced the 
House committees. Of local interest is 
the appointment of three Newton Rep- 
resentatives. William B. Baker, Clar- 
ence S. Luitwieler and Warren K. 
Brimblecom. Rep. Baker was re- 
appointed to the Committee of Ways 
and Means, for his fourth term. He 
is the ranking House member next to 
Chairman Albert Bigelow of Brook- 
line. Rep. Luitwieler was reappointed 
Chairman of the Committee on State 
Administration. He was also named 
to the second position on House Elec- 
tions. This committee considers the 
petitions dealing with disputed elec- 
tions of members of the House. Rep. 
Brimblecom was reappointed to the 
Committee on Power und Light of 
which committee he was clerk the past 
two years, and was also assigned to 
the Committee on Public Service. 

Tlie Senate Republican caucus se- 
lected Pres. Erluml Fish of Brookline 
as its choice for the presiding officer 
for the coming two years with Senator 
Fish and Senator James Moran of 
Mansfield not voting. The Democrat- 
ic members after several ballots de- 
cided upon Senator Scanlan of Som- 
erville. Convening at eleven o’clock 
Senator Moran was named temporary 
presiding officer by right of seniority. 
Seeking to block the Republicans from 
organizing the House and with Sen- 
ator Moran a candidate for the presi- 
dency with Democratic support to be 
swung to him, a motion was intro- 
duced to designate u committee on 
committees. The efforts of the Dem- 
ocratic members to obtain committee 
chairmanships if Senator Fish were 
elected presiding officer having failed, 
the Democrats wore determined to 
block the organization proceedings. 

The motion failed by u vote of 20 
to 19 us Senator McKeown of Spring- 
field, a Democrat, is confined to his 
homo by illness. The Democratic 
Senators then begun a filibuster which 
continued throughout the afternoon 
und evening and until 2:30 A. M. on 
Thursday. .Occasional recesses had 
been obtained hut with Senator Mo- 
run presiding the Republican mem- 
bers could not obtuin the floor to get 
a vote on the question. The proceed- 
ings were continued on Thursday 
morning ut ton o’clock und were 
uguln continued until well into the 
afternoon. During yesterday's ses- 
sion Democratic members read parts 
of the Governor’s inaugural address 
as a means of - retaining the floor. 
Lute in the ufternoon there seemed 
little prospect of the breaking of the 
deadlock which will doubtless con- 
tinue until some members have hud 
their fill uud give in. One of the

The fau- 
cets have been tightened and the me- 
ter tested. Still the cost ascends. 
And there’s tho puzzle. I don’t know 
where it goes. Now that the bird- 
bath has been turned into a skating 
rink by the weather I expect a dif- 
ference. Only time will tell.

trend and the fact that many tax- 
payers are having great difficulty in 
meeting their obligations. The tax 
title account is possibly more indica- 
tive of the present general situation 
than any other feature of our bal- 
ance sheet and the trend of this ac- 
count must, of necessity, he watched 
very closely. 

As to our tax rate— it continues, nt 
$26.60, to be the l-owest of any city 
in the State of Massachusetts — the 
next lowest being the rate of Gard- 
ner. Mass.. $1.00 higher than our own. 
It might also be noted that only four 
cities besides Newton maintained a 
rate under $30. and that the average 
for the 39 cities of the state was 
$35.58. I have no present prophesy 
as to the rate for 1935. although I see 
no possibility other than n further in- 
crease which. I sincerely trust, may 
moderate in*amount. I think it fair 
to point out at this time that the 
cost of government in the city of 
Newton, per $1,000 of valuation, has 
continued, through 1934. to be lower 
than its cost in 1929, which result, 
it seems to me, bears extremely favor- 
able comparison to the relative cost 
of government for the same compara- 
tive years in the nution, state, and in 
most local communities. During the 
same comparative period, 1929, as 
compared with 1934, there has been a 
reduction in the valuation of property 
assessed in 1929, of upwards of two 
million dollars. 

An item which will, of course, oth- 
things being equal, add to the 
tax rate Is the restoration of the 7% 
per cent reduction in salaries and 
wages, in effect for the past two 
ears. After careful consideration on 
my own part and consultation with 
the Board of Aldermen and the School 
Committee, all concerned reached an 
agreement that this step should he 
taken nt the present time. I think I 
need not now enter into an extended 
discussion of the pros and cons other 
than to point out that of recent 
months the cost of living has risen 
substantially and threatens still fur- 
ther to rise before another year shall 
have passed, and that the National 
Government, the state government and 
most local units of government have 
taken or propose to take similar ac- 
tion. Newton’s reduction was modest 
in comparison to most others, pur- 
posely kept so in order that restora- 
tion might more comfortably be made 
at the proper time. F do not yield in 
my belief that government should bal- 
ance its budget and practice the 
strictest economy yet. on the other 
hand, i do not believe that the peo- 
ple of Newton expect Newton’s city 
employees to perform comparable 
service for substantially less remun- 
eration than in general is being of- 
fered elsewhere, which would lie the 
••suit of continuing the reduction in 
the face of general restoration else- 
where. I am confident tbit all those 
serving the City will indicate their 
appreciation and cooperation by help- 
ing us to effect compensating econ- 
omies in other directions. 

It is a pleasure for me once again 
to refer to the constant and continu- 
ing cooperation of the School Commit 
tee and t lie School Department gener- 
ally. in its relations with the balance 
of our city government. The opera- 
tion of our sellout system continues on 
high plan** and its continued high 
degree of efficiency places it in a most 
enviable position in comparison with 
the school departments in other cit- 
ies and towns. The building program 
which 1 referred to a year ago lias 
proceeded according to schedule, with 
he result that the additions to the 
Bigelow and Day Junior High Schools 
are already completed, and the con- 
struction of the new Nevada Street 
grade school is well underway. 

In this connection I hove a word 
o say about Public Works Adminis- 
ra t ion projects generally. Outside of 
lie school projects, just referred to. 

undertook during 1934. two other 
projects tin* Clmrlemont Sewer and 
lie Incinerator, both of these two be- 
ing ut tJie present time substantially 
ompleted. Our experience with 
WA projects is such that I person- 
> should be loath to recommend 
it we undertake any more, particu- 
larly unless conditions relating to 
operation are substantially 
hanged. In the first place, as I have 
already pointed out, I shall he very 
luctant in recommending any furth- 
i n crease in the city’s debt, and in 
e second place, as well as we can 
stiinatc. tiie cost of a particular build- 
ing. built under PWA requirements, 
from 15 to 2U per cent more than 
he cost would he under ordinary 
inditions The delay, red tape, and 
ie many other gen«*ral difficulties ol 
operating under the direction and su- 
rvision of the Public Works . Ad- 
ministration are not such as to induce 
me or my associates In the Executive 
branch of the city government to want 
have further experience ulong 
hese line By way of example, to 
Uustrate my point, we have found that 
equipment which the city does not 
pprove may not he excluded from 
sporiiic,ii ions thut the rule requiring 
that no man shall work morp than 30 
hours a week makes it extremely dif- 
ficult for contractors to properly or- 
ganize a job, that un extraordinary 
amount of clerical work is required, 
many of the letters, forms, and sta- 
tistics having to he returned with as 
man - . ■ ■ opief, and one monthly 

form requiring 15 copies. Our first 
specification submitted for approval 
for the Bigelow School, and 
among other things we specified 
American Portland Cement." It was 
highly illuminating to learn thut tills 
ns not acceptable, and to he asked 
to strike out the word "American,” 
liich leads one to believe that there 
as no objection to the use of foreign 
incut if it could be obtained cheap- 
thun cement manufactured in this 
tountry, 

During the pust year wo made one 
linage in our orgunizutiou set-up 
liich I think is fair to suy is work- 


ing out satisfactorily, and which I ex- 
pect will produce the results antici- 
pated at the time the change was 
made. I refer to the establishment of 
the office of the Director of Public 
Works, who now 1ms general supervi- 
sion over the conduct of the Street, 
Water and Engineering Departments. 
This centralization of supervision and 
authority is in line with the beHt 
present-day practice. Indications and 
actual results to date make one feel 
safe in prophesying that greater effi- 
ciency and actual economy will he the 
net result in the conduct of those 
three departments. The Street De- 
partment will soon have available our 
new Incinerator already referred to, 
which I think is going to prove not 
only a desirable addition to our equip- 
ment, but one of the most necessary 
improvements the city has undertaken 
for many years. The city dump sit- 
uation, which has always constituted 
a difficult problem, has been growing 
worse, and it will be a distinct relief 
to all concerned when this particular 
problem is solved as it will be when 
the incinerator is in actual operation. 

It would, of course, be possible for 
me to comment extensively on the 
operation of all of our city depart- 
ments. Hpving consideration for my 
audience however, I shall limit myself 
to the following remarks: 

First, as to the Police Department, 
the city government of 1934. in its 
wisdom, saw fit to substantially in- 
crease and improve the equipment of 
this department with the result that 
our police now have the most mod- 
ern and efficient tools with, which to 
work. Our radio broadcasting system 
is operating well, and at the present 
time serves four neighboring com- 
munities, to whom a charge of $300 
per annum will lie made for the cur- 
rent calendar year. 

In our Water Department we have 
started upon a program of main clean- 
ing for the first time in six years, 
and having already installed a cor- 
rosive control of our water, it is be- 
lieved that the present main cleaning 
operations will he more effective than 
ever before. Dead ends in the dis- 
tribution system are being regular- 
ly eliminated according to the pro- 
gram adopted several years ago, and 
new infiltration howls have been con- 
structed at the Water Reservation 
providing a more flexible operation of 
our source of supply, with the result 
that last year the City of Newton 
did not use a drop of water from the 
Metropolitan system. The depart- 
ment. in my judgment, is operating 
efficiently and it is not only a relief 
but a pleasure to be able to point 
out that complaints regarding the 
quality of water have been reduced 
to an infinitesimal minimum at the 
present time. 

The Playground Department needs 
comment at this time only to enable 
me to remind you that under the ERA 
program many improvements have 
been made on a number of our play- 
grounds, which otherwise might not 
have been forthcoming for many years 
to come. In particular the work on 
the Cold Spring, Auburndalo and 
Thompsonville playgrounds and in Ed- 
inands Park, is going to make these 
great recreation areas available for 
public use much earlier than we could 
possibly have anticipated a few years 
ago. 

Unquestionably the greatest single 
problem confronting Newton, as well 
as every other city in the Common- 
wealth today, is the task of provid- 
ing food, shelter and clothing for the 
unfortunate men and women of our 
city, who are unemployed or without 
resources for other reasons. Despite 
the employment of some hundreds of 
men and women on our various emer- 
gency relier and public works proj- 
ects, the burden on the Welfare and 
Soldiers’ Relief Departments is greater 
than it was a year ago, and there 
seems little prospect of any decease 
in the near future. Continuous study 
of welfare methods has been made 
during the past year and a half, as a 
result of which we are more than 
ever convinced that our method of 
handling public welfare through a 
modified Commissary plan, which pro- 
vides the necessaries of life to those 
who are unfortunate, at a minimum 
of cost to the tax payer, is the best 
method of administering public relief. 
The rapid growth of the activities of 
these two departments in recent years 
has made their administration some- 
what difficult but we believe that we 
are constantly improving our ••meth- 
ods and that the departments in ques- 
tion are improving in efficiency and 
helpfulness to those who are in need. 

cannot refrain at this time from 
referring to the excellent manner in 
which the Newton Licensing Roard is 
functioning. By vote of our citizens 
license has been legalized for the sale 
of malt and alcoholic beverages and 
this Board of three members, serving 
without compensation has, by con- 
stant supervision und firm regulation, 
kept the dispensing of beverages with- 
in the hounds necessary for a resfden- 
ial city such us ours. In the whole city 
there are only eight package stores, 
one restaurant authorized to sell all 
alcoholic beverages and 32 restaurants 
permitted to servo wines and malt 
beverages. Inspections have been sys- 
tematic and regular and punishments 
Imve been meted out to those who 
have violated the law, until conditions 
today, as I see it. are much better than 
in most other communities. This fact 
lias been attested to in writing by 
the members of tho Alcoholic Bever- 
age Commission or the State of Mas- 
sachusetts, which looks upon New- 
ton's administration of liquor license 
as un oxumple for the rest of the 
Commonwealth. 

It is customary in the Mayor's un- 
nual message to bring to the atten- 
tion of the Board of Aldermen and 
tho School Committee matters which, 
in the opinion of the Executive, merit 
tiie consideration of the City Gov 
ernment. A review of the list of 
nrojects on my desk uwaiting action 
indicates that all our problems are 
not solved by uny means. My experi- 
ence in this connection bus been thut 
there ure always plenty of requests 
mudo l»y individuals und groups of in- 
dividuals requiring expenditure of 
money, but I think in my five years’ 
tenure of office us Muyor, I have al- 
most never been urged by anyone,

Individually or collectively, to refrain 
from recommending the expenditure of 
money. Under our charter it becomes 
the duty of the Executive to recom- 
mend appropriations to the Board of 
Aldermen, but in view of my contin- 
uing belief that economy should pre- 
vail, I find that most of the projects 
on my docket, desirable though they 
may be. are not essential, and in my 
judgment can await better times. The 
only ones which I think may require 
action during 1935 are several of rela 
tively minor importance, involving 
land takings — the one I particularly 
have in mind, being land for a future 
Junior High School in the Waban dis- 
trict. 

Before I close I cannot refrain from 
recalling to your minds the loss, dur- 
ing 1934, of one of the city’s most 
trusted servants and an old friend 
greatly beloved by all who had the 
privilege of knowing and associating 
with him — George Edwin Stuart. En- 
tering the employ of the city in 1879, 
he rounded out 55 years of faithful 
and efficient service on August 1, 1934, 
and passed to the great beyond with- 
in a few short weeks thereafter. A 
man of character and unquestioned in- 
tegrity, I may characterize him no bet- 
ter than by the wordH of Edward Ha- 
zen Parker — 

"Life’H race well run, 

Life’s work well done, 

Life’s victory won — 

Now cometh rest." 

Aside from the acknowledged integ- 
rity and efficiency of Newton’s City 
Government, one of its greatest at- 
tributes is the spirit of co-operation 
which holds away between all of its 
various branches. This being a fact, 
may I say that no one is more ap- 
preciative of this situation than your 
humble servant. It has been for me 
a distinct pleasure and satisfaction to 
have been able to attempt my work 
in such an atmosphere, and I am, ac- 
cordingly. exceedingly grateful to all 
concerned.

NEWTON QUINTET 
DOUBLES NATICK SCORE 
IN FIRST HOME GAME 


It Pays to Advertise 


Coach Frank M. Simmons saw his 
Newton High basketball team race 
through their first home game with 
Natick on Wednesday to win by a 
satisfying 38-19 margin. About 500 
spectators watched the Newton quin- 
tet win their third straight, the first 
home game of the season. Ted Laf- 
fie’s peerless shooting accounted for 
seventeen points, almost equalling the 
point total of the visiting team. The 
second team dropped their game to 
the smart Natick outfit 33-18. 

Newton started the game with 
James “Bullet” Byrne at center, Ted 
Laffie and A1 Smith, forwards, Captain 
Donovan and Peter Morrison at the 
guard positions, and these five played 
the whole game, except for the clos- 
ing minutes when several substitu- 
tions were made. Newton played a 
zone defense which had the Natick 
combinations stopped short, and a very 
smooth passing attack kept the ball 
under, around and through their op- 
ponents’ basket for the greater part 
of the game. 

The play of A1 Smith and Ted Laf- 
fie was consistently good and often 
brilliant, but the teamwork of all five, 
their poise on the court and their 
alert passing combinations made more 
of an impression than the play of 
any individuals.

NEWTON AND CANTABS 
TIE-FIRST PLACE 
DEADLOCK UNBROKEN 

Newton tied Cambridge 2-2 nnd Arl- 
ington played a scoreless game with 
Melrose in the sixth session of the 
Greater Boston interscholastic hockey 
league on the Boston Garden ice last 
Saturday.

The Boston postal district is regarded 
as one of the most efficient and best conducted of any in the 
country. This fact is due entirely to Postmaster Hurley’s long 
connection and administration of its affairs. He is a career 
man, having risen from the ranks. While it is believed that 
he may be continued as assistant postmaster it is to be regretted 
that this position is again to be made the football of politics 
There can be no question of the desirability of reappointing 
Postmaster Hurley. The voice of public opinion stands behind 
him in demanding that he be continued in office. 


A DEMOCRATIC STATE SENATE 

The selection of Senator James G. Moran, a Republican, as 
president of the Senate virtually places the upper branch of 
the legislature under Democratic control. Senator Moran 
forsook his party affiliations when the opportunity to become 
president was given him by the promise of Democratic sup- 
port. With practically an even division of the Senate as regards 
party lines the presidency of the Senate for the next two 
years will not be a bed of roses. Under the existing conditions 
albengthy session is in prospect with little indication of harmony.

It was slipped through the door 
on a Sunday afternoon, which I 
thought was rather neat as they knew 
everybody would be at home to talk 
the whole thtng over and fill out the 
blank at once If so inclined. 

1 don’t know anybody who has filled 
out his card but I know a lot of peo- 
ple would lfkc to fill out the 
cards of their friends, neighbors and 
enemies, particularly the latter. What 
•hance to learn the ages of other 
folks. What an opportunity to clear 
up some mysteries in the neighbor- 
hood. No one will have any such 
privilege, of course, but what a lot of 
volunteer census-takers could be re- 
cruited if such a call were sent out 
from City Hall. 

Not that they'd expect to get the 
correct figures, but how interesting to 
see what age the party of the first 
port was willing to acknowledge. That 
is. how far he would go. As it stands 
it is going to be something of a guess- 
ing contest. There’s no penalty for 
knoeking-off a few years, if I am prop- 
erly informed. If there were our jails 
would be overcrowded.

Newton Men Elected 

Directors Roosevelt Club 

Two Newton men were elected 
directors of the Roosevelt (T. It.) 
Club at tie recent annual mooting of 
thut organization. Robert M. Wash- 
burn, organizer of the Roosevelt Club, 
was re-elected president for the 
twelfth time. Former 8ta*e Treas- 
urer John W. Huigis was elected vice 
president, A. I*. Luring was re-elect- 
ed treasurer and Hurold P. Delaney 
of Lynn secretary. The board of di- 
rectors, which includes the officers, 
wus increased by the election of sev- 
en members including Philip W. Cur- 
ler of West Newton and Edward E. 
Whiting of Newtonville. 


Last night the Massachusetts Sen- 
ate elected James G. Moran of Mans- 
field president for the session of 1935- 
1936. The election culminated a dead- 
lock which had existed since the upper 
branch first met on January second. 
The failure of the Senate to organize 
previously hud delayed the progress 
of the Legislature and the organiza- 
tion of committees. The House has 
met daily but with the exception of 
the adoption of a few routine orders 
has adjourned almost immediately. 

The Senate deadlock was due to the 
small Republican majority of 21 to 19 
in the Senate with Senator Moran, n 
Republican, voting with the Demo- 
crats. making a 20 to 20 deadlock. Sen- 
ator Moran, senior member of the 
Senate, was in the chair ns the presid- 
ing officer and a Democratic filibuster 
was maintained for several days in an 
effort to delay proceedings until Sen- 
ator MeKeown. of Springfield, who 
had been ill, was able to be present. 
The filibuster ended on Wednesday 
when the Springfield senator was 
sworn in by Governor Curley and the 
Senate began balloting for its presi- 
dent. Eleven ballots were taken on 
Wednesday without a majority choice 
before a recess was tuken at about 
ten o’clock until two yesterday after- 
noon. 

On the first ballot Senator Erland 
Fish, former president, who incurred 
the displeasure of the Democruts by 
refusing to grant their demands for 
Democratic committee chairmanships, 
polled 19 votes; Senator Cotton. Re- 
publican of Lexington. 1; Senator 
Moran. 1 ; and Senator Scanlan of 
Somerville, 19. On the second ballot 
the entire Democratic strength was 
thrown to Senator Moran, giving him 
20 votes while Senator Fish polled the 
remaining 20 Republican voteH. Late 
Wednesday evening Senator Nichol- 
son, of Wareham. was called home be- 
cause of the fatal illness ot’ his sister. 

When the Senate met yesterday af- 
ternoon it was agreed by Senator Mo- 
ran that he would not vote because 

Senator Nicholson’s absence, thus 
continuing the deadlock at 19 votes 
each for the two leading candidates. 
For six ballots there was no change 
with the seventh showing signs of a 
break with Moran receiving 18, Fish 
17. Scanlan 1, and Charles G. Miles 
of Brockton and Angier L. Goodwin 
of Melrose, both Republicans, 1 
each. Proceeding to the eighth bal- 
lot Senator Davenport. Republican 
stated that lie felt that the Senate 
owed it to the Commonwealth and 
their constituents to elect a president. 
It was taken for granted that the 
Greenfield Senator would vote for 
Moran on the next ballot. The result 
of the 8th ballot gave Moran 20 votes. 
Fish 13 and Samuel Wragg, Republi- 
can. of Needham 5. With 20 votes 
necessary for a choice Senator Moran 
was elected. He collapsed from the 
nervous strain which he had been 
under but after an hour’s rest was 
able to be driven home. Senator 
Wragg, next Senator in point of sen- 
iority, took the chair upon Senator 
Moran’s request after the election. 
Senator Hollis of Newton moved that 
the Senate adjourn until Monday. Sen- 
ator Davenport asked Senator Hollis 
to withdraw the motion in order that 
a motion to make the election of Sen- 
ator Moran unanimous might be put 
but the Newton member made no move 
to do so. stating that his motion had 
been made upon Senator Moran’s re- 
quest. Senator Wragg put the ques- 
tion and it being carried the Senate 
will meet again next Monday when 
it is expected that Senator Moran 
will announce the committee assign- 
ments. In view of Senator Moran’s 
election with the aid of the one Re- 
publican vote, presumably cast by 
Senator Davenport, it is believed that 
the Democratic members of the Sen- 
ate will be in virtual control of the 
Senate most of the time. 

A bill of extreme importance to New- 
ton voters was filed on Thursday ny 
Representative Brimblecom at the 
request of the petitioners, former Al- 
derman William E. Earle, former Al- 
derman William A. Sproat, former 
Alderman Edward H. Powers, and Da- 
vid Greer. The bill seeks changes 
in the charter of the city of New- 
ton eliminating the so-called “off- 
year” election and changing the 
method of election and the length of 
terms of members of tin* Board of 
Aldermen and of the School Commit- 
tee. The act provides for twenty-one 
aldermen, three from each ward to 
be elected by voters of the ward to 
serve for a two-year term each. Mem- 
bers of the school committee would 
also serve for a two-year term and 
would be elected by the ward, one 
each from the seven wards. This 
would result in the elimination of the 
"off year” election after that of 1936. 
During the transition period the act 
provides for two-year and one-year 
terms of those elected to the Bourd of 
Aldermen and School Committee ho 
that at the city election of 1937 tho 
two-year term would he operative for 
all. The last section of the act au- 
thorizes tlie placing of the provisions 
of the hill before the voters ut the 
election in December 1935 and if a 
majority of those voting do not favor 
the act it does not become operative. 

Governor Curley thiH week an- 
nounced the membership of the vari- 
ous committees of tlie executive coun- 
cil. Councilor Brooks of tho third 
.councilor district of which Newton is 
u part was named to four of the six 
committees. Ho will servo on the 
Committee on purdons, charitable in- 
stitutions and prisons, tho committee 
on the State House, the committee 
on military and naval affairs, uud on 
the committee on nominations. 

At a meeting of tho Council late 
last week Governor Curley Indicated 
that he would nominate Frank Good- 
win, former chuirman of tlie Boston 
Finance Commission and former Reg- 
istrar of Motor Vehicles, to Ills for- 
mer position on tlie Finance Commis- 
sion if tho Council would confirm the 
appointment. He did not do so when 
it bucumo apparent that Councilor

MARY LATHROP TUCKER 

Mary Lathrop Tucker, wife of Fred 
H. Tucker, died at her home, 206 
Church st., Newton, on Jan. 5th, after 
several years of illness. Mrs. Tuck- 
er came of an old New England fam- 
ily. being descended from John Loth- 
rop, first pastor of the town of Sci- 
tuate and later leader of a Bmall group 
that left Scituate and founded Barn 
stable on the Cape. Some of his pion- 
eering spirit and independence of 
thought and action as well as his 
zeal for social justice seem to have 
come down through the years to this 
descendant of his line. Mary Lathrop 
was born in Ellington, Conn., in 1849, 
but her early childhood was spent in 
Tolland, the home of her father and 
grandparents. After her mother’s 
death she lived with her aunt, Mrs. 
George Waterman, in Lawrence, Mass., 
and there went through high school 
and received her training for teach- 
ing. For several years before her 
marriage she taught Latin and his- 
tory in the Girls' High School of Bos- 
ton under Dr. Samuel Eliot. The warm 
associations formed there with her 
fellow teachers and pupils she kept 
up until her death, attending as long 
as she was able the reunions of the 
classes of 1877 and 1879, and several 
times entertaining the reunion class- 
es at her home. 

On her marriage in 1880, Mrs. Tuck- 
er settled In Newton where she and 
her husband have lived ever since, 
both taking active part in many civic 
movements. Mrs. Tucker was a mem 
her of the Social Science Club of 
which she was a past president, and 
of the Newton Community Club. She 
and her husband have long been mem- 
bers of the Twentieth Century Club 
and the Appalachian Mountain Club. 
It was Mrs. Tucker’s deep love of out- 
door beauty and her distress at the 
needless waste of forests, soil, and wa- 
ter supply that led her to study and 
present the subject of forestry in a 
paper before the Social Science Club 
in the early 90’s. This was the be- 
ginning of her active interest in the 
conservation of all natural resources, 
a cause to which she devoted many 
of her most active years, serving as 
chairman of conservation committees 
in the Social Science Club and the 
Newton and the Massachusetts Fed- 
erations of Women’s Clubs. It was 
during this time that she published 
her "Handbook of Conservation" for 
use in club study groups. She was 
an original member of the Massachu- 
setts Forestry Association and served 
on its Executive Committee and as 
one of its vice presidents for nearly 
twenty years. For her work in the 
cause of conservation, Mrs. Tucker 
was honored some years ago at a re- 
ception given for women who had 
been pioneers in various fields. Her 
interest also extended into many fields 
relating to improving conditions for the 
underprivileged, and the furthering of 
peace was one of her chief concerns. 

Mrs. Tucker is survived by her 
husband, formerly president of Far- 
ley-Harvey Company of Boston, and by 
two daughters. Mrs. Frederick A 
Saunders of Cambridge, and Miss 
Katharine Tucker of New York City. 
Her son, Herman Lathrop Tucker, 
was killed in 1920 in an airplane acci- 
dent at San Francisco. 

Her funeral service was held on 
Jan. 7 at her late home. Rev. N. A. 
Merritt of Imnianeul Baptist Church 
officiated. Cremation was at Mount 
Auburn and interment will be in New- 
ton Cemetery.

Gordon, because of be- 
ing elected President of the Board, did 
not remain on the Finance Committee, 
as customary. In his place from Ward 

4 he appointed Alderman Floyd. Ald- 
erman Bowen was named chairman of 
this committee. The other members 
for 1935 are Grebenstein from Ward 

2 in place of Collins. McCabe from 
Ward 1 in place of Gallagher. McKay 
from Ward 5, who succeeded Chandler 
when the latter resigned a few months 
ago, Holden from Ward G, and Melch- 
er from Ward 7 in place of Jamieson. 
Thus the Finance Committee, rated 
as the most important of the Alder- 
manic committees, has live new mem- 
bers out of the seven comprising it, 
and of these McCabe is a new member 
to the Board, as are all the Aldermen 
from Ward 1. 

The 1934 Public Works Committee 
was composed of Alderman Murray, 
chairman, Coddingley, Floyd. Greben- 
stein, Mansfield. Hutchinson and Temp- 
erley. When Murray resigned from the 
Board last autumn because of receiv- 
ing the appointment as Water Commis- 
sioner, Floyd w’as made chairman and 
Melcher succeeded Murray as the Ward 
7 member. This year’s Public Works 
committee has Hutchinson of Ward 

3 for chairman. Barwise succeeds 
Mansfield from ward 1, Lyon takes 
Grebenstein’s place from ward 2, Cro- 
nin succeeds Floyd from ward 4, Temp- 
erley again is the ward 5 member. 
Goddard succeeds Cordingly from ward 
6. and Rawson takes Melcher’s place 
from ward 7. Thus this committee, 
like the Finance Committee, has five 
new members out of seven, and three 
of these five are serving their first 
year on the Board of Aldermen. 

The Claims and Rules Committee 
of last year had Grebenstein as chair- 
man. The other members were Bowen, 
Chandler, Floyd, Holden, Murray and 
Sproat. Grebenstein is succeeded as 
chairman this year by Alderman Hold- 
en. He is also succeeded us member 
from Ward 2 by Alderman Lyon. Ald- 
erman Sproat of ward 1. who retired 
from the Board is succeeded by Me- 1 
Cube. Alderman Bowen of ward 3 re- 
mains on the committee. The ward 4 | 
member is Alderman Floyd. Ward . 

5 is represented on the com- 
mittee by Alderman Walker who suc- 
ceeded Aldermun Chandler upon the 
latter’s resignation a few months ago. 
Alderman Rawson from ward 7 re- 
places Murray. Four of the members 
of this committee are new Aldermen. 

Last year's Franchise and Licenses 
Committee was composed of Hill, 
chairman; Cronin. Goddard. Farrell. 
McKay, Melcher and Sproat. Formerly 
it was the practice to appoint new 
members to this committee, but in the 
past few years deviations have been 
made. Some of the new members have 
been placed on the allegedly more im- 
portant committees, although as u mut- 
ter of fact the Licenses Committee 
probably transacts more business than

Will Enforce Law 
On Denatured 

Alcohol 

Any person selling denatured alco- 
hol, whether garages, tilling stations, 
hurdware stores or other lines of 
business, must obtain permits from 
tlie Licensing Board of the City ot 
Newton and also tile a bond for 1935. 
The law compelling this went into ef- 
fect last year and the Licensing Board 
sent oat notices to all known dealers 
of denatured alcohol in Newton. Some 
have paid no attention to these in- 
structions and the Board intends to 
compel such persons to obey the law. 
Every person to whom such a license 
is granted must keep a hook in which 
must be entered the date of sale, name 
.ind residence of purchaser, quantity 
and price of the alcohol sold, and tic 
purpose for which it is to be used. 


On Monday night t he Newton 
Board of Aldermen held a special 
meeting to draw several jurors and 
transact a few unimportant routine 
matters. The meeting which started 
at 7:50 and adjourned at 8:10 was 
featured by a protest made by Al- 
derman John Temperley regarding 
the obvious discrimination made 
against him the past few years in 
appointments to committees.

Manager 
of tlie Paramount, lias offered every 
assistance to the Council in provid- 
ing lists of his future bookings, in fur- 
nishing a meeting place for discussion, 
in showing feature pictures first on 
Family Night programs, in furnishing 
a free parking space for automobiles, 
and in selecting and combining pro- 
grams suitable for family entertain-

Tlie suit of tlie estate of Joseph A. 
Brocklesby of Murray ter.. Auburn- 
dale, against the City of Newton has 
been on trial in the Newton court be- 
fore Judge Lynch of Milford on sev- 
eral days during the past few weeks.

Dedicating a new hoard track at the 
Everett High field last Friday.

Aside 
from the relay. Everett won only two 
events, the 600 nnd 1000-yard runs, 
In spite of freezing winds nt the trnck, 
about 350 spectators stood in the 
bleachers nnd watched their favorites 
trail the superior Newton entries in 
every event except those two. where 
the red and blue was very strong. 

Wittens and Freeman Win

Next 
there is P.Q. 10 ( the age of objective 
reality), which includes testing out 
reality, asking for a true story, and 
becoming disillusioned through trying 
out true tilings, and the possibility of 
reaching the peculiar stage and be- 
coming a disbeliever: and the "get- 
ting Into the negative and wanting 
to be tough." "the higher hooleyger- 
ism" of our day. as tile speaker 
termed it. Then there is P.Q. 15 (age 
of adolescence), "if I must. I won’t, if 
I may, I will," being the slogan, for 
this amateur adult seeking after per- 
sonal significance by treading other 
people down. In spite of all we can 
do, said Dr. Osgood, these are be- 
guiled by hard headedness and hard 
heartedness. "We have permanent 
adolescence all around us as manitest- 
d by sensitiveness, egotism, and in- 
feriority complex.” And finally, there 
Is P.Q. (adult life)r in « hich the 
person lives and lets live, uses team 
play, finds himself by losing himself 
and gains the knowledge that in pro 
portion as we belong to each other we 
find life. In closing Dr. Osgood quoted 
from Cervantes "Don Quixote.”

CHANGING NEWTON’S ELECTION LAWS 

We do not entirely agree with the changes proposed in the 
petition to be heard by the legislature as to the electron laws 
of Newton. One of the essential purposes of the bill is to elim- 
inate the “off-year” election. Such a change also necessitates 
a change in the length of terms of the Aldermen and School 
Committee members. Proponents of the measure also would 
change the present set-up of one Ward Alderman and two 
Aldermen-at-Large from each ward to three Ward Aider- 
men. They would also have members of the School Com- 
mittee elected, one from each ward, by the voters of that ward. 

There seems to be little question of the undesirability of 
holding annual elections and agreement that the “off-year” 
election should be eliminated. Cfty elections in such years have 
been featured by a small percentage of the vote being cast 
and there is the constant danger that a minority group, harm- 
ful to the best interests of the city as a whole, might achieve 
their ends. 

With elections every two years at which a large per centage 
of the vote should be cast it would then be necessary to make 
the terms of Aldermen and School Committee members either 
two or four years. The latter is too long a term, we believe, 
for members of the Board of Aldermen. With a two-year 
term it is conceivable that there might be an entire change in 
the personnel of the two bodies. This possibility, however, is 
decidedly remote and is to be preferred to other existent dang- 
ers under the present method or under a four-year term. 

As to whether or not each ward should have three Aider- 
men and a School Committee member elected by the voters of 
that ward we do not agree. Members of both of these bodies 
to some extent should be qualffied to represent the entire city. 
With no aldermen-at-large it is conceivable that none of the 
three representatives would have that knowledge of the 
entire city that would enable him to view problems from 
such an angle. It would have a tendency to make sectional 
interests paramount. It doubtless will be possible to compromise 
in regard to the aldermen-at-large so that probably there may 
be two ward aldermen and one alderman-at-large from each 
of the seven wards. Sponsors of the bill admit their willing- 
ness to compromise in this respect. 

As far as the school committee is concerned we do not agree 
with the contention that this should be on a ward basis. The 
school problem, leaving aside party politics, is one which must 
be retained on a city-wide basis. Our schools are for the youth 
of the entire city. Exclusively ward representation on this com- 
mittee would mean a narrow outlook with each section striv- 
ing to obtain particular benefits. Candidates might even find 
it practical, in order to gain election, to base their candidacy 
upon promises to obtain such benefits. Those entrusted with 
the handling of our school problems must be able to view school 
affairs in an unbiased manner. 

The petition for changes in the election laws of Newton is 
sufficiently wide In scope, we believe, to admit of the pos- 
sibility of other changes, not specifically stated. It is prob- 
able that a change will be sought requiring a larger number of 
signatures upon nomination papers. This would be desirable. 
If such a change is made candidates for at-large offices should 
be required to obtain signatures from every ward. Although no 
mention is made of preferential voting it is possible that an 
attempt will be made to eliminate this exclusive feature of 
New r ton’s laws. If so the question immediately arises whether 
or not we shall return to party designations, hold a run-off 
primary or select our officials by some other method. 

The question is of great enough importance to the people 
of Newton so that every opportunity should be provided for 
expression of opinion. Sponsors of the bill are planning to seek 
a public hearing on the matter before the Newton Aider- 
men. If some agreement or compromise can be reached 
legislative sanction should be forthcoming and the entire mat- 
ter will be put on the ballot as a referendum to the voters. 
Thus their voice of acceptance or rejection will decide the issue. 


Bearing On Biennials 

Doubtless some persons will oppose 
the hill now before the Legislature 
on petition of three former Aldermen 
of Newton for n change in our city 
charter to do nwuy with the “off year” 
municipal elections and have the vot- 
ers come to the polls every two years 
instead of annually. To me. however, 
the proposal seems sound. I can think 
of no better argument in its favor 
than the success of the biennial State 
elections which system was established 
in 1 920. 

At that time there were those who 
insisted that biennial elections would 
mean a direct blow nt representative 
government. It hasn’t turned out that 
way and 1 cnn not find among the 
politicians or my political-minded 
friends any sentiment looking toward 
the return of annual elections. They 
agree that a term of two years is not 
too long. Also, that the agitation and 
excitement that accompany an election 
campaign should not he permitted 
oftener than once in two years. 

Not Everybody Can Draw 

It is difficult to speak with frank- 
ness of any likeness of oneself. If 
pleased with the photographer 
painter's labors you hesitate to say 
so for fear of the charge of vanity. 
If not entirely satisfied that you have 
received justice you are likely to be 
equally silent: otherwise people may 
say, “He admires himself and what 
does he expect with a face like that?" 

One of our citizens who is snapped 
more or less frequently by news pho- 
tographers and whose portrait is fa- 
miliar to the general public told me 
of an experience that he isn’t going to 
forget for some time. He was paying 
an official visit to a school and there 
was invited to inspect the work of 
the art classes. One ambitious student 
walked over with a pen and ink draw- 
ing of a man. The distinguished cit- 
izen didn’t recognize it as a picture of 
himself so it must have been pretty 
bad. But he did smile and ask. “Who’s 
the funny old fellow?’’ And the student 
blushed and stammered. “That’s sup- 
posed to be you, sir.”

Rotary Club 


Prof. Basil MathewH, who is lectur- 
ing for four months at Andover-New- 
ton and also at Boston University, 
spoke to the Newton Rotary Club last 
Monday on the world situation as he 
saw it. Ever since the War, the Pro- 
fessor has had unusual opportunities 
to study world conditions, being at 
Geneva for five years. He is the au- 
thor of a number of books. He is a 
member of the Folkstone Rotary Club 
of Kent, England. 

“Out of the War grew this intense 
nationalism," he said, "with much 
that is good but with ulso much that 
is bad. Blazed over the world is the 
pernicious doctrine ‘My country 
right or wrong.’ On the other hand, 
there has grown up a militnnt Com- 
munism which we cannot accept in 
its entirety but which has some good 
elements for a better social order." 
According to the speaker, the Chris- 
tian teaching of the Fatherhood of 
God and the Brotherhood of Man 
offers the only solution to a world 
torn by conflict. He concluded with 
tin; hope that the 150,000 Kotarians 
meeting weekly all over the world 
would be of great influence in help- 
ing to solve our international prob- 
lems. 

Charles B. Diman. II, representing 
tin- Classification Life Insurance and 
Annuities, was admitted to member- 
ship in the Club, Dr. Charles Ansley 
conducting a brief ritual of admoni- 
tion. John Cahill, treasurer, gave 
report of the excellent condition of 
the Club’s finances, and Harry Mun- 
son gave a brief report of the mid- 
winter assembly at Walthum. Under 
the leadership of Hussler Cupron, the 
members and guests sang as a com- 
pliment to the speaker of the day the 
British national anthem. 


We rend in the Boston papers the 
other day that Leo Hughes, "ice tech 
niclnn” of the Newton Playground De- 
partment had made a survey of the 
Charles River Basin in Boston to give 
expert advice on the selection of the 
most suitable skating areas there. Leo 
is a pioneer in n new profession. 

We have only one criticism to make 
regarding Alderman John Temper- 
ley’s protest nt not receiving the com- 
mittee appointments on the Newton 
Board of Aldermen to which lie has 
boon and is entitled. He made the 
protest last Monday night. He should 
have made it several years ago. Tem- 
perley lias been the object of scorn 
and criticism by some of the Alder- 
men who have served on the Board 
during the seven years he has been 
an Alderman. In the opinion of the 
writer who served with him on the 
Board for four years, and in the opin- 
ion of others who served as Aider- 
men with him, lie has more sincerity 
of purpose and more moral courage 
than has been evidenced by many of 
those who criticised and ridiculed him. 
He is old fashioned in his ways and 
in some of his ideas. Many of our 
readers will agree that tills country 
would be better if we had more men 
in political life with old fashioned 
ways. 

Unlike many members of recent 
Boards of Aldermen. Temperley was 
not a “Yes” man. He has attended 
meetings of the Newton aldermen reg- 
ularly for forty years, either as a re- 
porter or editor of a local newspaper 
or a member of the Board. There- 
fore. he possesses unusual knowledge 
of Newton affairs and the conduct of 
its city government for the past two 
generations. It is not disparaging the 
other members of the Board to say 
that Temperley probably possesses 
more knowledge of city affairs than 
the other twenty of his colleagues. He 
should, after attending aldermanic 
meetings for 40 years. He is well 
qualified to servo on the Finance Com- 
mittee. More so than many who have 
served on this committee in the past 
and at present. His intimate and 
wide knowledge of city affairs, his 
tendency toward conservatism in ex- 
penditures of taxpayers’ money, his 
insistency on knowing what he votes 
for. and why, all are reasons why he 
should have received committee as- 
signments which seniority entitled 
him to. But, because Temperley mani- 
fested these qualities and because he 
refused to be a "Yes” man, he was 
treated as being of inferior calibre. 
Incidentally, Temperley has conducted 
his own business at Newton Centre 
for 38 years, and kept it out of the 
red. 

The announcement by General Dan- 
iel Needham early In January that he 
will be a candidate for Mayor of New- 
ton at the election to be held on De- 
cember loth certainly gave ample no- 
tice to citizens of Newton and to other 
prospective candidates. By throwing 
his hat in the local political ring 
eleven months in advance of the con- 
test. tin* genial General cannot be ac- 
cused of being an 11th hour candi- 
date. 

It is not our privilege to be per- 
sonally acquainted with Mr. Needham. 
We have been told by those who know 
him that he is a man of ability and 
high character. Born in Groton 4-1 
years ago, he is a graduate of Har- 
vard College and Harvard Law School. 
He has been successful in his chosen 
profession, that of law. He has also 
won distinction in his chosen avoea- 
ion, soldiering. He enlisted in the 
Massachusetts militia in 1912, served 
as a sergeant at the Mexican border 
in 1916: went overseas in 1917 with 
the 26th Division and rose to the 
rank of captain. Since the War he 
advanced through various grades un- 
til he now is Major General in com- 
mand of the 26th Division. Ho be- 
anie widely known throughout the 
State following his appointment by 
Gov, Ely on March 15. 1933 as Com- 
missioner of Public Safety. Because 
of the McMath kidnapping case and 
tin- bank robbery and murders at 
Needham bv the Millens and Faber, 
lie received much publicity. 

It is our belief that because of this 
publicity General Needham was se- 
lected as a candidate who would make 
a strong appeal to the voters of New- 
ton. General Needham did not seek 
the office of Commissioner of Public 
Safety. He assumed it under adverse 
conditions. He filled this office in a 
creditable manner during ttie year and 
a half lie held it. But. without depre- 
ciating his service in that office, we 
believe lie did nothing amazing while 
in it. True, he displayed prompt, 
forceful, intelligent action in the Mc- 
Math case. The detection and convic- 
tion of the Millens and Faber resulted 
from clever work on the part of Cap- 
tain Stokes of the State Police. The 
alleged ultra efficiency of tin* State 
Police did not materialize in the at- 
tempts to solve the murder at Rock- 
port and tlie Speer murder at North- 
field. Neither did the State Police 
perform traffic duty on our State high- 
ways the past two years to the de- 
gree they should, although we noticed 
an improvement in this function over 
preceding yours. 

Because General Needham lias re- 
sided in Newton only 11 years and has 
hud so many outside activities during 
that period to permit him tuking much 
activity in Newton affairs and none in 
its city government, we believe there 
are other men in this city better qual- 
ified to serve us mayor. Tills does not 
mean tliut he would not make an effi- 
cient mayor. Ex-Muyor Childs wus 
not an Alderman prior to his election 
us mayor And we know many who 
have served as Aldermen wlt^m wo 
believe would not make efficient may- 
ors. 

The names of the members of the 
corporation formed to own the horse 
racing track in East Boston shows 
that tile high brows and not ho high 
brows who recently were combatting

any other of the Hoard and generally 
rates third In Importance, being 
ranked only by the Finance and 
Claims and Rules Committees. Tho 
Public Works Committee some years 
ago became largely routine in its func- 
tions. Alderman Hill is ngain chair 
man of the Licenses Committee this 
year. Alderman Akins succeeds Sprout 
ns the member from ward 1, Ouzzi 
succeeds Farrell from ward 3, Gordon 
replaces Cronin from ward 4. Wulker 
takes McKay’s place from Ward 5. 
Inches succeeds Goddard • from ward 
6 and Colby succeeds Melcher from 
ward 7. Of the seven members on the 
Incense Committee, five are new Aider- 
men. 

The Public Buildings Committee last 
year had Gallagher as chairman, and 
the other members were Cordingley. 
Farrell. Floyd. Hill. Melcher and 
Temperley. Tills committee for 1935 is 
headed by Floyd as chairman. The 
other members are Barwise from ward 
1. succeeding Gallagher; Hill from 
ward 2. Hutchinson from ward 3, suc- 
ceeding Farrell: Temperley from ward 
Goddard from ward 6 in place of 
Cordingley, and Melcher from Ward 7. 
Of the seven committee members, three 
are new. 

The Education Committee, the Ken- 
rick Fund Committee and the Legis- 
lation Committee are of minor im- 
portance among the standing commit- 
tees. The Education Committee Inst 
year was composed of Temperley. 
chairman, Farrell and McKay. The 
committee this year includes — Temp- 
erley, chairman. McCabe and Rawson. 
The Kenrick Fund Committee last 
year included Hutchinson, chairman; 
Cronin and Temperley. The committee 
this year is composed of Cronin, chair- 
man: Barwise and McKay. The per- 
sonnel of the Legislation Committee 
last year was McKay, chairman; Far- 
rell. Goddard. Gordon, Grebenstein, 
Jamieson and Sproat. The commit- 
tee this year includes — Grebenstein of 
ward 2, chairman; Akins, ward 1; 
Guzzi, ward 3, Gordon, ward 4; McKay, 
ward 5: Inches, ward 6: Colby, ward 

This committee will have one im- 
portant matter to study this year — 
the bill presented to the Legislature 
by a group of Newton citizens, includ- 
ing several former Aldermen seeking 
to change the charter of the city. 
The changes proposed aim to give 
home rule to the various wards by 
having each ward select its own Alder- 
men and School Committee member, to 
hold city elections^ biennially instead 
of annually, and to require more sig- 
natures on nomination papers. 

The Select Committees of the Board 
of Aldermen include those on the 
Mayor’s Address, Street Traffic and 
the Joint Committee on School Build- 
ings. The latter is so mimed because 
it is composed of three Aldermen, 
three members of the School Commit- 
tee and the Mayor. The Aldermen 
who were on this committee in 1934 
were Floyd, who was chairman; 
Hutchinson and McKay. The members 
from the Aldermen this year are— 
McKay, chairman. Akins and Lyon. 
The committee on Mayor’s Address, the 
function of which is to study the inau- 
gural address and recommend con- 
sideration of some of its features for 
action by the Board, is composed tills 
year of Melcher, chairman; Aikins, 
Grebenstein, Inches and Walker. 

The committee on Street Traffic is 
again largely made up of Aldermen 
whose occupations are not in Newton 
and who do not have full opportunity 
to know traffic conditions through 
daily observation. Two of the three 
members of this year’s committee are 
engaged in business in Boston. These 
members are Goddard, chairman; and 
Colby. The third member is Guzzi. 
Last year’s Traffic Committee was 
composed of Grebenstein, chairman, 
Gordon and Jamieson, all of whom 
were engaged in business outside of 
Newton.

Supply System

He stated 
that the first Water Supply in Bos- 
ton was taken from Jamaica Pond 
and was distributed through Boston 
in three and four inch wooden water 
mains. Now the supply system con- 
sists of many Inrge reservoirs the 
largest being at Ware and Clinton. 
Tlie Clinton reservoir which was 
started in 1898 increased the supply 
to 140 millions of gallons of water a 
day. When the Ware project is com- 
pleted the system will deliver 210 mil- 
lion gallons daily. The total cost of 
the project will he 65,000,000. One 
very interesting item was the water 
tunnpl connection from Ware to Clin- 
ton reservoirs. It is 26 miles long, 
the longest tunnel In the world, and 
large enough ror nn ordinary street 
bus to pnss through.

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Bandits Take $8,300 Payroll 
From Earnshaw Company’s 
Office; Make Clean Getaway 

Five Gunmen Stage Carefully Planned Robbery — Seize Pay- 
Roll While Armed Express Guards Are in Building 


The first big robbery In this city 
in this ago of machine-gun bandits 
was pulled off last Friday afternoon 
at 1:22 at tbe office of the Earnshaw 
Knitting Company, 148 California 
sheet, Nonantum. About 1:20 an 
armored car of the Brink Company 
arrived in front of the Earnshaw Com- 
pany building bringing an $8300 pay- 
roll from the Brookline Trust Com- 
pany. With the car were three armed 
guards. Tlio payroll, contained in a 
large fibre case and a canvas bag. 
was taken into the Earnshaw oftiec 
and delivered to Albert M. Grant, as- 
sistant treasurer of the company by 
tlie Brink guards. Grant received the 
payroll nt a desk at the front of the 
office and receipted for it. He took 
the fibre case and the hag and pro- 
ceeded towards a large vault at the 
rear of the office. The Brink em- 
ployees walked out of the office and 
down a vestibule towards California 
street. Just before Grant reached the 
vault with the payroll two armed 
bandits entered a door at the rear of 
the office. One, carrying a machine 
gun met Archibald Stace, purchasing 
agent for the Earnshaw Company who 
happened to he walking at the rear 
of tho office, and backed Stace against 
the side of a stairway. The second 
hnndit pointed an automatic pistol at 
Grant and ordered him to drop the 
payroll. Grant did not instantly obey 
tbe command, so the bandit again 
snarled the Instruction. Grant com- 
plied and dropped the fibre case and 
canvas hag on the floor. One of the 
bandits picked them up and ran out 
the renr door. The other bandit 
hrundished his machine gun for a few 
seconds and then ran after his com- 
rade. About a half-minute elapsed 
from the time the bandits entered the 
office until they fled with the $8300. 

Even while the bandits were in the 
office. Miss Irene Sullivan, a clerk 
there, who serves as relief operator 
on the telephone switchboard, put iu 
an emergency call to Newton police 
headquarters and said — “Police! Earn- 
shnw Company.” This call was re- 
ceived at 1:23 at police headquarters 
by Patrolman William Dowling who 
was on house duty. The only word 
heard by Dowling was “police,” but 
tho operator at the telephone ex- 
change immediately informed him that 
the call had come from the Earnshaw 
office. Dowling had frequently done 
traffic duty in front of the Earnshaw 
factory and when lie told Serg. Mee- 
han, who was in charge at headquar- 
ters of the emergency phone call, both 
realizing that Friday was pay day at 
the knitting factory, sensed that a 
robbery was being enacted and Mee- 
han at once broadcast an alarm 
over the police radio. The alarm 
was received by Patrolman “Jerry” 
Jenkins who was in a police car on 
Washington street at West Newton. 
Jenkins raced down Watertown street 
to Nonantum. reaching the Earnshaw 
factory about four minutes after the 
hold-up. The radio alarm was also 
beard by Patrolman Dungan in a ear 
at Nowton Corner. Dungan picked up 
Putrolman McDonough who was near- 
by and arrived at the scene closely 
after Jenkins. Police headquarters, 
'igbt after sending out the radio 


alarm, sounded the horn on the signal 
box at Newton Corner. Patrolman 
Loughlln hastened t < » this box, was 
informed of tho robbery, commandeer- 
ed a taxi and got to tho Earnshaw 
office just after Dungan. Simultane- 
ously with Loughlin’s arrival came 
Serg. Igoo of the Watertown police 
in a cruising car. The Watertown 
police cars are in constant touch with 
the Newton police radio station. A 
couple of minutes later one of the 
armored cars of the Newton police 
arrived from Newton Highlands with 
Patrolmen Barr and Taffe. 

As the bandits left the Earnshaw 
office, Agnes Farragher, a clerk em- 
ployed there, rushed across the street 
to Cleary’s florist shop and sent a 
second telephone message to police 
headquarters. Asst. Treasurer Grant 
of the Earnshaw Company followed 
the bandits out the rear entrance of 
j the office and attempted to obtain the 
j registration numbers on tho automo- 
j bile in which they were escaping. The 
bandits, who were obviously well in- 
formed regarding tho lay-out of the 
Earnshaw office and Its surroundings, 
as well as the time it ml conditions 
regarding the payroll delivery, speed- 
ed away from the hack yard of the 
Earnshaw factory up a narrow lane 
which leads from the Earnshaw prop- 
erty to Watertown street near the 
Watertown-Newton line. It is sup- 
posed they then proceeded along 
Morse street to Galen street and down 
Maple street to Charles River road, 
thence to Faneuil. As the Farragher 
girl rushed out of the Earnshaw of- 
fice she shouted to the three Brink 
guards who were about to leave in 
their car. that a hold-up had been 
performed. The Brink guards dis- 
creetly remained where they were. 
Much more money remained in the car 
they were guarding. 

When the five bandits drove down 
the lane from Watertown street into 
the factory yard In a small sedan. 
■ one remained in the car, the motor 
! of which was kept running. Another 
| bandit remained on guard in the fac- 
tory yard: a third deployed on a ramp 
leading from the yard to a corridor 
! which goes to the rear of the Earn- 
j simw office, one floor above the yard. 
The two bandits who entered the of- 
fice were young men, both short and 
j of dark complexion. Tbe automobile 
| used by the bandits was rented that 
morning from the Brookline Auto 
Renting Company. It was found aban- 
doned on Lexington avenue. Cam- 
bridge. on Saturday night. The reg* 
j istration plates on the car at that 
I time had been stolen from the car 
1 of Arnold Tan of Everett on January 
1. They had been substituted for the 
plates which had been on the car at 
the time of the robbery. 

' The Earnshaw Company employs 
at the present time about 460 persons, 
and thirty girls were in the offices 
when the bandits entered. In con- 
formity with the N. R. A. code the 
number of hours pey week during 
I which the plant operates, causes it 
to be closed Saturdays. Because of 
the robbery the employees there did 
not receive their pay until last Mon- 
day. when a duplicate payroll of that 
taken last Friday was brought to the 
office. On Monday several armed 
Newton policemen were present when 
the payroll arrived.

Scoring thoir first victory in longue 
competition since Now Year’s Dny, 
Newton’s hookey team won from the 
lowly Rindge Technical six by a 4-0 
margin at the Boston Garden last 
Saturday.

Organization of the Senate was com- 
pleted last week Friday with the an- 
nouncement of Senate members of the 
various committees by President Mo- 
ran. Senator Arthur Hollis of New- 
ton was reappointed chairman of Mer- 
cantile Affairs and a member of Met- 
ropolitan Affairs and Municipal Fi- 
nance. positions he held during the 
last term. An Increase In the num- 
ber of Democratic members of the 
Senate Rules committee, of which Sen- 
ator Hollis was a member for the past 
two years under Pres. Fish, caused 
the dropping of some Republican mem- 
bers. Senator Hollis was one of these. 
He was given a fourth committee ap- 
pointment. however, being named to 
the committee on Election Lnws. Sev- 
eral Democratic members were named 
committee chairmen as the result of 
Democratic support which elected Sen- 
ator Moran to the presidency over 
Senator Fish of Brookline. Fourteen 
of the thirty-four chairmanships went 
to Democratic members among them 
such committees as Labor and Indus- 
tries. Metropolitan Affairs, and Judici- 
ary. Such an occurrence marks the 
first time in more than twenty years 
that committees of the Legislature 
have been led and controlled by the 
Democratic party. 

The House Committee on Elections 
organized last week In order to ini- 
tiate hearings on the petition of for- 
mer Rep. Cvms Rounsville of Fall 
River that he be given his seat over 
Rep. T. Dolan Hathaway, who was 
elected at the November election. 
Rep. Rounsville. Republican, protested 
the election alleging fraudulent mark- 
ing of the ballots. Rep. Clarence S. 
Luitwieler of Newton was elected 
clerk of this committee. Rep. Brim- 
blecom of Newton was re-elected clerk 
of the committee on Power and Light 
when that committee organized on 
Monday. 

An attempt was made to speed up 
legislative work when the House and 
Senate adopted orders eliminating ses- 
sions of the two branches on Tuesday 
and Thursday afternoons. Until the 
daily calendars are important enough 
to require daily sessions it is planned 
to use the additional time now avail- 
able for committee hearings and ex- 
ecutive sessions. With approximately 
2500 measures to hear It is expected 
that the present session of the Leg- 
islature will be one of the longest 
in the history of the State. 

Wednesday afternoon the Republi- 
can members of the House met in a 
caucus to discuss the general policy 
to be adopted by the majority party 
members of the lower branch. Speak- 
er Saltonstall presided and remnrks 
were made by Rep Martin Hays, floor 
leader, and Rep. Horace Cahill, whip 
on the necessity for having party unity 
and solidarity. A program of policy 
was outlined by Rep. Christian Hertor 
of Boston which will undoubtedly he 
further discussed at future caucus 
meetings. Rep. Bigelow cited part of 
Governor Curley’s radio address on 
Tuesday evening and called attention 
to certain mis-statements of fact. Rep. 
Ernest Dean of Chilmark replied that 
he was sponsoring a bill which will 
offset the gubernatorial broadcasts. 
The Dean bill would permit the Speak- 
er of the House or President of the 
Senate to assign members of either 
branch to speak over the radio, and if 
necessary explain or discuss controv- 
ersies between the Legislature and the 
Governor, it is planned to hold rack 
meetings of the Republican members 
of the House at regular intervals of 
about two weeks with the intention 
of securing effective action on party 
principles by solidifying the House 
Republicans into a strong bloc. 

Founder of 
Northeastern U 
At Rotary Club 

At this week’s Rotary meeting, Dr. 
Frank Palmer Speare. of Newton Cen- 
tre, president of Northeastern Univer- 
sity, told the interesting story of the 
growth of that institution from an 
evening class in English at the Bos- 
ton Y. M. C. A., conducted by him 
forty years ago, to that of a university 
of 5000 students. Its program of al- 
ternating work and study was suggest- 
ed in part by a system established 
earlier at the University of Cincinnati 
bu t it preceded that of Antioch Col- 
lege by fifteen years. Remarkable is 
the number of those finding employ- 
ment after they leave Northeastern 
with the firms for whom they have 
worked dnring their course of study. 
About 60,000 students have been en- 
rolled these forty years in the busi- 
ness courses and in engineering, to 
which a few years ago was added a 
liberal arts course. 

The university, though without en- 
dowment, lias paid its way and is now 
looking forward to the time when 
gifts will make possible the building 
of beautiful and practical buildings, 
already planned, which are to riHo on 
the land adjoining the Y. M. C. A., on 
Huntington ave., now the home of the 
institution. I)r. Speare held the close 
attention of his uudience by his en- 
thusiastic portrayal of his life work 
and his wise observations on the prac- 
tical side of life, interspersed with 
telling and amusing anecdotes. 

Frank Richardson, a former presi- 
dent of the club, in Ids introduction of 
the speaker, referred to his own early 
connection with the university as a 
student and the great esteem in which 
he held Dr. Speare.

About Town

Do your part. Shovel the nnow off 
your sidewalk. 


Philip Johnson, n Boston attorney, 
delivered an address at the Boston 
Y. M. C. U. on Sunday night in which 
he told his audience that Governor 
Curley Is a real Idealist. Mr. Johnson 
Is an nstrologist by avocation and he 
told his audience that the stars gave 
him the information regarding Gov- 
ernor Curley. 


The city ordinance requiring own- 
ers or occupnnts of properties abut- 
ting tar and cement sidewalks In this 
city to clear such sidewalks of snow 
and ice, within 24 hours following the 
end of a snowstorm, is largely an or- 
dinance which is not being enforced. 
This results in pedestrians being com- 
pelled either to walk on the street 
and face the danger of being struck by 
an automobile or walking on a snow 
or ice covered sidewalk and risking 
a fall and injury. Perhaps if this or- 
dinance was enforced, there would 
he fewer claims for damages against 
the city by victims of slippery side- 
walks. 


Five young hoodlums gave an ex- 
hibition of wanton vandalism a few 
minutes before midnight on Monday 
when they deliberately broke the glass 
on all four sides of the traffic beacon 
at the corner of Pearl st. and Jack- 
son rd., Newton. As a prelude to this 
act they awakened the neighborhood 
by shouting obscene epithets at each 
other. This nice, manly, intelligent 
group then proceeded along Green 
st. towards West st., Nonantum. About 
a year ago a gang of five hoodlums, 
probably the same mob, performed a 
similar display of lawlessness at the 
same place, then breaking all four 
panes of glass in the traffic beacon. 
The police are endeavoring to learn 
the identity of these results of patern- 
alism in government and nltra leni- 
ency towards juvenile offenders. 

On the 23rd of last Augnst there 
was a “•hold-up" by bandits at the 
Newton Centre office of the Newton 
Trust Company. Four bandits drove 
up to the bank building at 11 o’clock 
that morning in an automobile; three 
of them alighted and ran into the hank 
building while the fourth remained 
in the car ready for a quick get-away. 
Employees in the hank office pressed 
levers which signalled police head- 
quarters at West Newton of the hold- 
up. A radio alarm was immediately 
broadcast and within one minute and 
forty-six seconds a police car arrived 
at the scene. Within a couple of min- 
utes three other police cars reached 
the locus of the hold-up. Three of 
these cars allegedly traveled consid- 
erable distances. The first bandit to 
emerge from the bank was shot dow r n 
by an automatic operated by one of 
the crack shots of the Newton police. 
The second bandit to leave the hank 
quickly surrendered when he saw him- 
self about to he shot by another po- 
liceman. The third bandit was afraid 
to come out, so tw’o of the Newton 
police put gns masks on and with 
quick firing shot guns entered the 
hank office and captured the robber. 
The supremacy displayed by Newton 
police over the bandits in that ‘‘hold- 
up" displayed to members of the City 
Government, bank officials and hun- 
dreds of adult and children spectators 
( who had read of the fact there was 
to he a hold-up in Boston newspa- 
pers the preceding day) how well 
prepared the police of Newton were 
to cope with hnndits. They w r ere 
equipped with cruising cars which con- 
tained radios, they had the most mod- 
ern firearms, a radio broadcasting sta- 
tion at police headquarters immedi- 
ately relayed an alarm with a direct 
connection from the bank building. 
The newspapers contained plenty of 
publicity on Friday. August 24 telling 
that Newton would be a tough spot 
for bandits to stage a hold-up. The 
robbery at Newton Centre was “make 
believe" and the bandits were mem- 
bers of the Newton police department. 

Last Friday afternoon at 1:22 an- 
other hold-up was staged in this city. 
And this robbery was no fake. It 
was the “real McCoy.” One of New- 
ton’s largest industries is the Earn- 
shaw Knitting Company, manufactur- 
ers of babies garments. The plant is 
located on California street, Nonan- 
tum. near tin* Watertown line. It is 
a thinly settled area. The five ban- 
dits who staged the hold-up knew their 
stuff, and they had certainly been 
well "tipped off" regarding the lay 
of t lie land, the details of the Earn- 
shuw offiee and its surroundings, and 
the time and method of delivering the 
payroll. Their robbery of the $8300 
payroll synchronized perfectly with 
the delivery of the money. The auto- 
mobile in which they arrived at and 
escaped from the pluce was operated 
not on California street, hut over a 
narrow lane which runs from the rear 
of tlie Eurnshuw factory through va- 
cant land to Watertown street near 
the Watertown-Newton line. The ban- 
dits’ automobile arrived in the yard 
at the rear of the factory Just as 
Brink’s armored car arrived in front 
of tlie Earnshaw office on California 
street. And, even while Blink’s guurds 
were emerging from the building af- 
ter delivering the payroll, two of the 
bandits had entered the rear of the 
office, seized the two receptacles con- 
taining tin* $8300, und rushed out of 
tlie building to their waiting automo- 
bile. Within another minute they had 
speeded along tlie luno to Wutertown 
street and made a getaway over Morse 
street, Watertown. 

Did tlie first police car reach the 
scene of the robbery in less than two 
minutes? It did not. It was four min- 
utes after a message had been tele- 
phoned from the Earnshaw office to 
police headquarters that the first New- 
ton policeman reached the locus of 
the hold-up. lie was Patrolman Jen- 
kins who picked up tlie rudlo broad- 
cast from police headquarters as he 
was driving ulong Washington st. at 
West Newton. He was followed a min- 
ute luter by u police car from Newton 
Corner containing Putrolmeu Dungan 
und McDonough. Behind them in a 


taxi enme Pntrolmon Loughlin from 
Newton Comer. A few minutes after 
an armored car arrived containing 
Patrolmen Barr nnd Tnffe. It had been 
at Newton Highlands. It was trailed 
by another police car. 

But, several minutes before the first 
Newton policemen got to the spot, the 
lmndlts wero far away. Which proves 
that there is some difference between 
a prearranged simulated "hold-up" nnd 
the real thing. The Earnshaw office 
has no direct burglar alarm connec- 
tion with police headquarters ns have 
the hank offices, and probably a min- 
ute was lost because of this. On the 
day of the faked robbery at the New- 
ton Centre bank office last August, the 
various police cars were all primed 
to go. Last Friday when the robbery 
occurred at Nonnntum. two of the po- 
lice cars which responded to the rndio 
call had policemen In them when po- 
lice headquarters broadcast the alarm. 
The armored car which was at New- 
ton Highlands, and other police cars in 
various pnrts of the city were not 
occupied at the time. The men who 
had ridden in them were at nearby 
traffic posts guiding school children 
ncross streets. One of the officers as- 
signed to the armored car was near 
enough so that he heard the radio 
call. We mention this because it again 
emphasizes the strain placed on the 
Newton police department by school 
traffic duty. 

If the department provided patrol- 
men to perform school traffic at all 
places requested by parents of Newton 
school children, It would be necessary 
to increase the force by a couple of 
hundred men. As It is, all the day pa- 
trolmen perform school traffic duty, 
und at least eight men who w’ork on 
the night platoons must work in turn 
days on this duty. It has been sug- 
gested from time to time during the 
past several years that unemployed 
men who are receiving aid be depu- 
tized to serve as school traffic offi- 
cers. Enough intelligent men are 
available for this work. Either this 
should be done or much needed ad- 
ditional men appointed to the police 
department. One suggestion has been 
made that the school janitors serve 
as special traffic officers. The school 
department has objected to this pro- 
posal for two reasons. One is — that it 
would be very hazardous for a janitor 
to leave a school building with the 
possibility that something might go 
wrong with the huge boilers used to 
heat the schools. The second reason 
is — that to send a janitor out from a 
hot school or boiler room out onto a 
street in winter weather, would not 
he conducive to safeguarding the jan- 
itor from colds and their conse- 
quences. 


Some enterprising individual with a 
truck or tractor which has a plow at- 
tachment could have obtained many 
jobs the past couple or days plowing 
open driveways to private garages. 


A resident of the Farlow Hill sec- 
tion in Newton is reported as trap- 
ping gray squirrels. Chapter 131 of 
the Massachusetts |statutes forbids 
the killing of gray squirrels except 
during the season between Oct. 20 and 
Nov. 20. It also forbids the taking at 
any time of squirrels by traps. 


The boys and girls of today to whom 
the snowstorm of Wednesday was the 
greatest in their loung lives, will be 
telling their children 25 and more 
years hence of the big blizzard ot 
1935. 


Wednesday’s snowstorm was one of 
the heaviest in this area since auto- 
mobiles becume commonly used. It 
proved that while motor cars have 
outclassed horses for transportation 
purposes under normal conditions, 
that they surely are not practical 
when highways are covered with deep 
snow. Possibly some mechanical gen- 
ius may invent snow-shoes for auto- 
mobiles which can be attached to the 
much publicized "knee-action" wheels. 


The fact was brought home to res- 
idents of Newton last Friday with the 
payroll hold-up at the Earnshaw Knit- 
ting Company that dastardly human 
vermin are numerous and brazenly ac- 
tive in tills country. The utter cal- 
lousness of these killer type crimi- 
nals was evidenced by the manner in 
which they flourished a machine gun 
and automatic pistol in an office where 
thirty young women were seated at 
work. The taking of human lives, 
including those of defenseless women 
and children means nothing to such 
vipers who acquire false courage in a 
large percentage of cases by tlie use 
of narcotics. And yet we have mushy 
men und women who urge the aboli- 
tion of capital punishment. We have 
pardon and parole, rackets which fret- 
murderers and other*desperato crimi- 
nals in order that lawyers of a low 
type may profit; and we liuve even ob- 
served the executive of a proud State 
conniving with such racketeers. We 
see vicious hundits who committed 
several murders and who were con- 
victed, not given the death penalty 
which the law provides, but permit- 
ted to live on while legal technicali- 
ties are used to cheat the law. it is 
not strange that banditry, kidnappings 
and murders are constantly increas- 
ing in this country. 


Persons who fume, fret und protest 
because tlie side street, or even streets 
of comparative importance are not 
plowed and cleared of drifts within 12 
or 24 hours following the end of u 
heavy snowfall, don’t realize that 
while man hus accomplished wonders 
in the transition from former meth- 
ods to tliis machine age, he cannot 
achieve the impossible. Street de- 
partments and railways cannot cope 
with such a blizzard as tliut of Wed- 
nesday to the extent that automobile 
and rail traffic will not be seriously 
affected. 

A man lias u right to got indignunt 
after lie labors cleuring uwuy a big 
snowdrift in front of IiIh business 
place or residence in order that ho 
may park ids automobile out of tho 
nurrow cleared roadway, und then 
finds that some other follow has ap- 
propriated tiio parking spuce thus 
cleared.

in which she stressed balance in 
their program of far flung activities 
for Amorican club women before the 
Annual Mid-Winter Mooting of the 
Board of Directors of tho Oenoral 
Federation of Women’s Clubs last 
Wednesday, the 16th. This was Mrs. 
Poole's last formal report to the 
Board as president of tho Fedoration. 

Setting forth a work chart ranging 
from International Peaco steps to cor- 
rection of abuses in the fields of 
radio and motion pictures, Mrs. Poole 
warned the Federation against the 
"dangerous” trend toward specializa- 
tion in women’s club work. 

“There are comparatively few wom- 
en who have a ‘one-track mind’ on 
civic work, particularly in our type of 
club women,” she explained. “She 
wants to do many things for tho good 
of the world and we can turn our 
weakness of a multiplicity of projects 
into one of our strongest assets if 
we keep before us the necessity of 
keeping up to the minute in this 
changing world and its demanding 
problems.” 

Ratification of the Child Labor 
amendment, enactment of a new 
Pure Food law, passage of legislation 
to regulate the Sale of Pistols and 
other small arms were measures men- 
tioned to the Board for their con- 
tinued support. The Board was asked 
to consider whether the Federation 
should officially join those who are 
asking that the Senate publish the 
terms upon which it would consent to 
entrance of the United States into tho 
League of Nations. 

Mrs. Poole reported "a growing 
feeling among thinking people” that 
something should be done to prevent 
substantiated programs in radio broad- 
casting. Since, she said, the public 
"usually gets what it wants,” the 
Federation’s contribution to the mo- 
tion picture and radio situation fe to 
“bend all our efforts on raising the 
quality of the demands made by the 
public.” 

Referring to the work for clean mov- 
ies as one of the most controversial 
activities, Mrs. Poole termed the Fed- 
eration’s program “one of the sanest 
and best-balanced programs of any or- 
ganization.” She added that she 
“deeply resented the continual state- 
ments that our organization or any of 
its leaders is in the pay of the mo- 
tion picture industry.” 

The president called attention to 
the Federation’s co-operation with the 
Agricultural Adjustment Administra- 
tion, the National Recovery Admin- 
istration, the Department of Justice’s 
crime conference and the munitions 
investigating committee. She com 
mended President Roosevelt’s recent 
step to take profits out of war. 

Turning to the internal financing of 
the organization, Mrs. Poole reported 
slow progress in raising the $1,000,000 
Endowment Fund, estimating at the 
present rate it will take 35 years to 
reach the goal. The Federation’s 
work, she said, is increasing faster 
than its income. 

In concluding Mrs. Poole urged 
more recognition of the miiiority 
viewpoint within the Federation on 
controversial subjects, but at the 
same time insisted that tho minority, 
in opposing the work of the Federa- 
tion, should admit that it does not 
represent the majority viewpoint.

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A Lecture on Christian Science 

Entitled 

Christian Science: God’s Law of 
Freedom and Dominion

Member of the Board of Lectureship of The Mother Church, 
The First Church of Christ, Scientist, in Boston, Massachusetts 


Under tho auspices of First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, of Newton, a freo 
public lecture on Christian Science 
was given on Thursday evening, Jan- 
ary 17th and Friday evening, January 
18th. Tho Thursday evening lecture 
was given in tho Newton Centro Wom- 
an’s Club where the lecturer, Mr. Wil- 
liam Duncan Kilpatrick, C. S. B., was 
introduced by Mr. William E. McKee, 
First Reader of the church, and on 
Friday evening in tho church edifice, 
Walnut and Otis Streets, Nowtonvillo, 
where tho locturer was introduced by 
the Second Reader of tho church, Mrs. 
Esther S. Davis who spoke as fol- 
lows : 

Friends: It is my happy privilege 
tonight to extend to you all a warm 
welcome, in behalf of First Church 
of Christ, Scientist, of Newton. When 
Christ Jesus was on earth, people 
came to him to be healed. He ap- 
peared in that age as tho personal 
savior, and it was his correct view 
of God and man that destroyed sick- 
ness and sin, and met their need. In 
this age, Christian Science has come 
to us as the impersonal savior, and 
when wo attend a lecture authorized 
by The Mother Church, we are touch- 
ing the hem of the garment of 
Christ, and if our heart is open, and 
our mind receptive, with the faith 
that Jesus recommended, we will re- 
ceive the sumo correct view of God 
and man that he taught, centuries ago, 
and we will bo healed, fed and 
blessed. Our lecturer, this evening, 
Mr. William Duncan Kilpatrick of 
Detroit, Michigan, is well qualified to 
present this view of Christ Truth to 
us, for he has been engaged in the 
healing ministry of Christian Science 
for many years, as a member of the 
Board of Lectureship of The Mother 
Church, The First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, in Boston, Massachusetts. 
The subject of the lecture is “Chris- 
tian Science, God’s Law of Freedom 
and Dominion.” 

In the tenth chapter of the Gospel 
according to St. Luke it is reported 
that Jesus sent seventy of his dis- 
ciples out Into tho world to practice 
the science which he had been teach- 
ing them. According to the narra- 
tive, the seventy returned unto him 
with joy, saying, “Lord, even tho 
devils are subject unto us through 
thy name.” To which Jesus replied, 
"Rejoice not, that the spirits are sub- 
ject unto you; but rather rejoice, 
because your names are written in 
heaven.” By which, of course, he 
meant that they were to rejoice not 
so much over the works that they did 
as over the fact that they had the 
spiritual understanding to do them. 
In those few words Jesus emphasized 
tho fact that one’s spiritual under- 
standing — that is, tho understanding 
of God and man’s relation to God — 
is a necessary prerequisite to the 
overcoming of material conditions, 
and that tho inevitable consequence 
of such understanding or right 
thinking is, among other things, in- 
dividual dominion over materiality. 
We can but infer, therefore, from his 
statements that the principal pur- 
pose of our great Master’s career was 
to endow men with that mental 
equipment or spirituality which 
would enable them to conform to his 
injunction to do tho works that ho 
did without restriction or limitation. 

Tho Mission of Jesus 

Jesus’ words and works proved not 
only the supremacy of spiritual 
understanding in connection with 
things material, but they proved that 
as one grows in the understanding 
of God and God’s spiritual universo 
one’s individual ability to control the 
material or tho unreal is correspond- 
ingly enlarged and perfected. Jesus 
taught that spiritual understanding 
Is a necessary foundation for all 
Christian endeavor; that the spirit- 
ual is tho real, and matter, or the 
material, is unreal, because not of 
God; and that, therefore, as the 
spiritual gains ascendancy in our 
concept of creation, to that extent 
are we able to bring out in our In- 
dividual experiences a more har- 
monious materiality. That is, before 
we can mentally eliminate all matter 
as he did we must be able, through 
our understanding of God and God’s 
creation, to control and regulate our 
concept of the material. 

This does not involve, in any sense, 
the use of what is known ns will- 
power, or the operation of the carnal 
mind over matter. Tho carnal mind 
and matter, as wo shall see, are one, 
and therefore one could not be used 
as a corrective of the other. Tho ma- 
terial and all the inharmonios of hu- 
man existence were shown by Jesus 
to be but products of wrong thought, 
or the absence of a right comprehen- 
sion of God. Through tho correct 
understanding of God as explained 
in Christian Science wo gradually 
learn how to bring into our think- 
ing and our lives the harmony and 
sublimity of the divine, and through 
the influence of the divine in our 
thinking our outlook and our lives 
are brightened and purified. As our 
thinking is brought into obedience 
to God, our living and our environ- 
ment become spiritual and purified, 
and therefore instoad of regulating 
and controlling tho matorial through 
tho operation, of the human will or 
the carnal mind, we are bringing out 
peace, harmony, and happiness 
through tho operation of God in our 
consciousness. We are ruling out tho 
inhurmonies of wrong thinking by 
the substitution of the divine in 
thought. It is God in consciousness 
who does the work. 

As explained by Mary Baker Eddy, 
the Discoverer and Founder of Chris- 
tian Science, on pages 217 and 218 
of her book "Tho First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, and Miscellany” we 


read: ” ‘An improved belief is one 
step out of error, and aids in taking 
the next step and in understanding 
the situation in Christian Science;’ ” 
"Jesus demonstrated the divine Prin- 
ciple of Christian Science when he 
presented his material body absolved 
from death and tho grave.” Jesus’ 
demonstrations of the spiritual over 
tho material advanced in an ascend- 
ing scale of importance, so that his 
final accomplishment was the com- 
plete individual elimination of all 
material conditions, even tho in- 
dividual elimination of a material 
world and a material body. This com- 
plete and final victory over the 
world and tbe flesh we have been 
wont to term his "ascension”; but be- 
fore this final accomplishment of 
complete spirituality, Jesus estab- 
lished the indisputable fact that all 
matter is but carnal thought objec- 
tified, and that, therefore, through 
the application of the spiritual in 
our thinking, we are able, to that ex- 
tent, to exclude the carnal, and thus 
present a more harmonious material 
concept. On page 177 of “Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures,” 
the textbook of Christian Science, by 
Mary Baker Eddy, wo read, "Matter, 
or body, is but a false concept of 
mortal mind;” and on page 591 of 
the same book Mrs. Eddy tells us 
that matter is "another name for 
mortal mind.” Obviously, then, the 
less of the mortal we express in our 
thinking and the more of the spirit- 
ual we entertain the more harmoni- 
ous becomes our concept of the ma- 
terial. Thus Jesus demonstrated that 
he could control and regulate, 
through the Christ, the condition of 
his body as well as of the world about 
him, thereby presenting to humanity 
a more harmonious material exist- 
ence as proof of his spirituality. As 
St. Paul puts it, where he says, "I 
beseech you therefore, brethren, by 
tho mercies of God, that ye present 
your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, 
acceptable unto God, which is your 
reasonable service.” 

Jesus’ first recorded proof of the 
supremacy of the spiritual in connec- 
tion with the material occurred at 
the wedding feast in Cana of Galilee, 
when he turned the water into wine. 
The miracles or demonstrations of 
Jesus thereafter proceeded in an 
ascending scale of importance, and 
included healing of all manner of 
sickness, dementia, leprosy, broken 
bonos, withered limbs; stilling of 
tempests; calming the waters of a 
storm-swept sea; the instantaneous 
transportation of a ship across the 
sea of Galilee; his disappearance 
from the midst of an angry and 
threatening throng; the multiplica- 
tion of the loaves and fishes; discern- 
ment of the unexpressed thoughts 
and intents of others; passing 
through closed doors; the overcom- 
ing of material lack; the elimina- 
tion of space; and the overcoming of 
death, not only for others but for 
himself, — all of which were for your, 
and my guidance in working out our 
Individual salvation from the mate- 
rial. Every step taken by Jesus in his 
brief career must sooner or later be 
taken by you and me, in one way or 
another, and not death itself will 
relieve us of this necessity nor hasten 
the hour of its accomplishment. 

Mary Baker Eddy 

The discovery of Christian Science, 
or scientific Christianity, by Mary 
Baker Eddy, in 1866, advanced the 
accepted concept of the Master’s 
mission from a mere system of hu- 
man ethics — the ultimate of which 
was the condemnation and destruc- 
tion of sin through tho questionable 
doctrine of vicarious suffering — to 
tho larger and fullor apprehension of 
his life-mission to include a method 
of Individual control over sin, sick- 
ness, and all material conditions, 
thereby endowing humanity with 
that broader view of the spiritual 
and eternal which rules matter out 
of tho realm of the real and invests 
mankind with complete dominion 
over things mundane. 

As wo begin to glimpse the full im- 
port of Christian Science, — what it 
has brought to mankind; the light it 
has thrown on tho sacred Scriptures; 
tho froedom il promises and brings to 
a suffering, sinful, poverty-stricken 
world, wo begin in some degree to 
comprehend and appreciate tho 
meaning und colossal importance to 
humanity of the life of Mrs. Eddy. 
No influence since tho time of Jesus 
Df Nazareth has been felt throughout 
Christendom as has tho life-work of 
tho Discoverer and Founder of 
Christina Science. Her life and her 
writings are filling the hearts of a 
sick and weary world with hope and 
joy. Her book, "Science and Health 
with Key to tho Scriptures,” is the 
most widely read book in the world 
today outside tho Bible. In fact, it 
is a book which has given back to a 
starved humanity tho Holy Bible in 
all its purity of purpose, and la in- 
dispensable to a right comprehension 
of that sacred book in connection 
with one’s study of Christian Science. 
In Science and Hoalth may bo found 
tho key which unlocks tho secrets 
of Josus’ wonderful accomplishments, 
whereby we too may take up the cross 
as did he, and don the crown of 
spiritual endeavor.

Tho religious error of the cen- 
turies has beuu a circumscribed, 
localized, and humunly personalized 
concept of God; and this in spite of a 
Bible so filled with oxact statements 
as to God and His naturo that it 
would seem almost humanly impos- 
sible for anyono familiar with Bible 
teachings to go as far astray as 


orudito theology has gone in its con- 
cepts and conclusions about God. 

In tho twentieth chapter of the 
book of Exodus wo find this most 
illuminating and unequivocal com- 
mand: "Thou shalt have no other 
gods before me. Thou shalt not make 
unto thee any graven image, or any 
likeness of any thing that is in 
heaven above, or that is in tho earth 
beneath, or that is in tho water un- 
der the earth: thou shalt not bow 
down thyself to them, nor serve 
them;” which, of course, not only 
includes a ban against the worship 
of idols or Images but Includes also 
a ban against tho worship of any 
likeness, either mental or material, 
of which an image or an Idol might 
bo a supposed counterpart or replica. 
In other words, an idol or an imago 
could not possibly represent or ex- 
press the God which mankind should 
worship. God could not only not be 
an imago but an imago or an idol 
could not represent God. If, then, 
wo are holding in thought a hu- 
manly personal or circumscribed 
God as the object of our devotions; 
if wo aro worshiping a God which wo 
mentally pattern in the similitude or 
likeness of a human being; in fact, 
if we aro worshiping a finite God, — 
a God who could be represented or 
depicted by outlines, boundaries or 
form, — aro wo not disobeying this 
sacred, unmistakable, and unavoida- 
ble command? 

If God is not something of a finite 
of circumscribed naturo; if Ho is not 
a humanly conceived God, what is 
He? What does tho Bible tell us 
about Him? It would bo a rather 
useless procedure for tho Bible to 
tell us so definitely what God is not, 
and then leave us to blind conjec- 
ture to determine what He is or what 
He is like. Josus, the best authority 
we have, stated in no unmistakable 
terms, exactly what God is and how 
wo are to worship Him. Jesus said 
that God is Spirit, and, "They that 
worship him must worship him in 
spirit and in truth.” Now what does 
the term "Spirit” here signify? Does 
it signify something that is humanly 
devised, humanly circumscribed, pic- 
tured. or patterned? Does it signify 
anything that could be localized, lim- 
ited, or outlined? No, indeed. It sig- 
nifies something that is infinite; 
something that fills all space; some- 
thing that is everywhere, in all 
places, at all times, and under all 
circumstances and conditions. It sig- 
nifies essence or ever-presence, in 
contradistinction to that which 
might be conceived of as outlined, 
humanly formed or placed. It sig- 
nifies something even more infinite 
and ever present than the very air 
we breathe. Would you attempt to 
make a graven image or likeness of 
somthing that fills all space? Could 
you, in fact, conceive of such an 
image or likeness? 

This all-embracing term “Spirit” 
as signifying God includes many 
synonymous terms used by other 
Bible writers to define God, such as 
the term "Life.” In the book of 
Deuteronomy we are told that God 
is Life. If God is Life and God is 
Spirit, Life, then, must be spiritual, 
filling all space and ever present. One 
would not think of making a graven 
image or likeness of Life. 

St. John furnishes us with another 
synonym for this infinite God in 
the term "Love.” St. John plainly 
states that God is Love. Now just 
how anyone could think of making a 
graven image or likeness of Love I do 
not know. Yet this is practically 
what men have been doing for ages: 
trying to localize, flnitize, materialize 
and humanly personalize a God who 
Is Love. Love is something that you 
and I must express in thought, is it 
not? Johu did not say that God is 
a loving God. He said that God is 
Love itself, and there is no other 
way in human experience that a God 
who is Love could be expressed or 
realized except in individual thought. 

St. Paul uses another term to de- 
fine this inflnito God where he re- 
fers to Him as Mind — as the Mind 
which was in Christ Jesus. The term 
"Mind” thus used by St. Paul to de- 
fine God must indicate a Mind which 
is infinite, which fills all space, and 
which is ever present and ever avail- 
able. This Mind could not be circum- 
scribed or confined to a brain or a 
skull; it must be unlimited and un- 
conflned. God as Mind must be a 
God which is intelligence, and this 
intelligence must be ever present, 
filling all space, and ever available. 
It must include all deific and divine 
qualities, such as love, patience, 
kindness, purity, honesty, and so 
forth, none of which could be ex- 
pressed or realized in any way but 
in thought. An infinite Mind which 
is God must have existed throughout 
all time, regardless of persons or 
localities, and could only find expres- 
sion. through tho thinking of indi- 
viduals. One would not think of 
making a graven image or picture 
of a Mind which fills all space. 

Thus we see that the Bible not 
only tells us what God is not, but 
it also tells us in no unequivocal 
terms just exactly what God is, what 
His naturo is, ami how Ho is to bo 
expressed or realized by man. 

Man 

In tho first chapter of Genesis we 
find that man is created in tho imago 
and likeness of God. It is obviouB 
that this imago or likeness could not 
bo unliko God; othorwlso it would 
not bo an imago or likenoss. If God 
is Mind and Life and Lovo and Spirit, 
and so forth, then man must bo tho 
exuct imago of Spirit and Mind and 
Life and Lovo. Man could not includo 
one element of materiality, because 
Spirit is infinite and fills ull space. 
Man could not include one element 
of mortality or death, becauso Life 
knows no such thing as death. Man 
could not includo one element of hate, 
because Love fills all space und knows 
nuught but love. Man could not in- 
clude on.e element of ovll, because 
God is good and knows no sin. Man 
could not Include ouo element of 
ignorance or spiritual barrenness, 
becauso Mind or God is all tho in- 
telligence thero Is, und this divine 
Intelligence Is conscious of nothing 
but tho spiritual. 

This Inflnito Mind, which is God, 
must have somo medium of expres- 


sion, and tho only medium of expres 
sion that Mind or divino intelligence 
could possibly have would be through 
Idea. Divino intelligence, for instance, 
must bo expressed through you and 
mo in our thinking, and this think- 
ing, to conform to St. Paul’s injunc- 
tion to have that Mind in us which 
was also In Christ Jesus, must con- 
sist In expressing ideas which have 
their Inception in the Mind which is 
God, and not in ourselves. Take, for 
example, love. You and I may ex- 
press love in our thinking. That love 
is not something which you and I 
have created or which has originated 
within us. It is something you and 
I have appropriated from that in- 
exhaustible supply of Lovo or di- 
vine Mind or intelligence. Love has 
always existed. As thero is but one 
God, and as God is Love, there could 
not possibly be more than ono Love. 
So tho Lovo which you and I express 
in our thinking comes to us from 
without. It comes to us from tho 
one infinite intelligence, and is ex- 
pressed through you and me as idea. 
Kindness, pntience, tenderness, gen- 
tleness, aro all ideas of Lovo. Now, 
ideas are the only sons and daugh- 
ters that Mind or intelligence has. 
Therefore these ideas, resident In in- 
dividual consciousness, or thinking, 
constitute man. Man as a son of God 
must he an Idea, a compound idea, 
of that divine intelligence or Mind 
which is God. God is Mind or di- 
vino Intelligence, existing in infinity 
outside human consciousness. This 
Mind is evidenced or expressed 
through ideas. These ideas, existing 
in their entirety outside human 
consciousness, constitute the Christ. 
When these ideas, or the Christ, 
wholly displace false carnal beliefs 
in human consciousness they reveal 
and constitute the individuality of 
man, or the true man, the man of 
God’s creating. 

So the man of God’s creating is 
not made up of flesh and blood and 
bones; he Is not subject to birth, 
growth, maturity, and death. He is 
co-eternal and co-existent with God, 
dwelling as a divine idea in the 
consciousness of the Mind creating 
him. Ho is idea — divine, pure, inde- 
structible, eternal; never subject to 
matter or the vagaries of matter; 
never fallen; never subject to sin, 
sickness, poverty, want, unhappi- 
ness, or death. To the extent that 
you and 1 admit into our conscious- 
ness and express in thought those 
ideas which constitute the Christ, 
those ideas which are the sons of 
God, to that extent, and to that ex- 
tent only, are we becoming God’s 
children and bringing ourselves un- 
der God’s eternal laws of health, 
happiness, freedom, and spirituality. 
Love, kindness, obedience to good, 
spirituality in thought, purity, hon- 
esty, forgiveness, forbearance, pa- 
tience, and the like, are all children 
of God, and you and I may avail our- 
selves of their blessing to just the ex- 
tent that we admit and entertain 
them in individual consciousness. We 
have the privilege, here and now, of 
availing ourselves of our sonship 
with God, depending entirely on our 
method of thinking and nothing 
else. 


Mortal Man 

What, say you, then, of this mate- 
rial man, this man of flesh and blood 
and bones, this Adam-man? Who 
made him? What of his beginning 
and what of his end? What of this 
world into which he is born, in which 
he lives, and out of which he thinks 
he dies? As the creation of spiritual 
man. or God’s man, is recorded in 
the first chapter of Genesis, so the 
second chapter of Genesis is accred- 
ited with the account of the creation 
of this matter-man, this Adam-man. 
and this second and material account 
of the creation of man pictures him 
as tho product of a mist or a mysti- 
fication or a misunderstanding. This 
term "mist” is referred to in other 
parts of the Bible by other names, 
such as the "covering cast over all 
people,” and “the vail that is spread 
over all nations.” spoken of in Isaiah. 
In Hebrews, this term “veil” is used 
as a synonym for the flesh. In other 
parts of the Bible we find the terms 
darkness and ignorance used in place 
of the term "mist” or "veil.” St. Paul, 
in referring to the material, uses the 
term "carnal mind” in p ace of the 
term "mist." Therefore, our only 
conclusion is that material existence 
is not a product of God or intelli- 
gence, but is the outcome of the lack 
of intelligence or Mind, God; in other 
words, the material is a state of non- 
intelligence, or no intelligence, which 
in its last analysis is unconscious- 
ness. Mrs. Eddy refers to material 
existence as a dream, in which the 
dream and dreamer are one. The 
process, then, of awakening from 
this state of unconsciousness into 
our true and spiritual state of exist- 
ence involves putting off the material 
and putting on the spiritual. Re- 
ferring to this material man, whose 
origin is described in the second 
chapter of Genesis, Isaiah said. 
"Cease ye from man, whose breath 
is in his nostrils: for wherein is ho 
to be accounted of?” Job, referring 
to this material man. this man of 
flesh and blood and bones, this 
Adam-man, said: "Man. that is 
born of a woman is of few days, 
and full of trouble. He cozneth 
forth like a ilower, and is cut down: 
ho fleeth also as a shadow, and con- 
tinueth not.” Peter said of him, "All 
flesh is as grass, and all the glory of 
man as the flower of grass. The grass 
withoreth, and tho flower thereof 
falloth away.” Jesus said, "The flesh 
(that is, this man of flesh and blood 
and bones; this Adam-man] proflt- 
oth nothing.” Thus we And that the 
writers in tho Bible do not uttuch 
much sanctity to the creation or per- 
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petuation of this mortal man — this i 
Adam-man. Ho certainly Ik not a 
child of God.

If we would have a world filled 
with love, nappiness, harmony, con- 
tentment. abundance, success, and 
joy, you and I must make it so. Each 
of us creates and lives in his own in- 
dividual world. If we would have our 
w'orbl filled with love, you and I must 
put the love there. If we would have 
our world filled with Joy and happi- 
ness, you afid I must put the Joy and 
happiness there. If we would experi- 
ence abundance, we must not think 
In terms of poverty. If we would en- 
joy health, we must not think in 
terms of matter. No one else, no out- 
side condition or influence, can make 
for sorrow or happiness in our indi- 
vidual world. Each one of us experi- 
ences and takes out of existence Just 
and only what he puts into it. Our 
world will not contain, anything of 
love for us if our consciousness is 
filled with hate and criticism. Our 
world will not contain anything of 
joy or happiness for us if our own 
thoughts are those of worry and sin 
Our world will not contain anythinc 
of abundance and success for us if 
our own thoughts are those of fear, 
penury, and lack. 

Heaven and Prayer 

We think ourselves into the king- 
dom of heaven. We never enter 
heaven through the doorway of 
death. Deatn is a part of that carnal 
mind which brings sin and suffer- 
ing and pain and want and woe. 
Death, the Bible tells us, is the work 
of the devil, and one w’ould not hope 
to gain heaven with the tools of 
satan Right thinking, or spiritual 
thinking, is prayer. Right thinking is 
the process of mental purification, 
and mental purification rules out of 
thought all that has to do with the 
carnal — all sin, sickness, and death. 
Heaven is that state of consciousness 
which harbors no trace of the mate- 
rial — no element of the carnal. Hence, 
right thinking or mental purification 
leads to heaven, and Paul’s demand 
to “pray without ceasing” becomes a 
paramount and constant necessity. 

So. do you not see how regulatory 
our right thinking becomes; how by 
bringing God into our lives, by ad- 
mitting divine ideas into conscious- 
ness, we bring good into our daily ex- 
periences? Our material world at its 
best is but the carnal in thought ob- 
jectified. ana therefore, the substitu- 
tion of divine ideas in our thinking 
must eliminate some of the carnal iu 
our world, and in place of the carnal 
establish the divine and harmonious. 
Our material world is an inharmoni- 
ous one to you and me only because 
of the inharmony in our own think- 
ing. As fast as you and I can bring 
into thought the harmony of the di- 
vine. just so fast wi.l materiality lose 
its inharmonious aspects and assume 
the aspects of peace and harmony. 
When we can so fill consciousness 
with the divine that we can see our 
brother man as Jesus saw him, we 
will not come in contact with dis- 
honesty, trickery, or hate in our 
everyday life. To the extent that we 
through our own pure thinking see 
man as God’s child, to that extent 
does he cease to be dishonest, un- 
truthful, and hateful to us. So. do 
you not see what a powerful instru- 
ment for good we have with us al- 
ways. and now our right and pure 
thinking constitutes an impregnable 
armor of protection from all the evil 
influences and forces claiming exist- 
ence in the realm of the material? 

Individual Control of the Material 

Thus we begin to understand that 
our mental attitude toward others is 
governed not so much by our con- 
cern for the welfare of others as by 
our concern for our own welfare. It 
we cannot see our brother man as 
God's child, free from sin. sickness,, 
poverty and the like, we certainly* 
cannot expect to eliminate these con- 
ditions from our own experiences. 
Jesus did not admonish us to love 
our neighbor as ourselves so much 
on account of our neighbor as on 
account of ourselves. Jesus knew 
that in the proportion that we see 
our neighbor as a perfect child of 
God. unfettered by sin, sickness, and 
poverty, in that proportion are we 
overcoming those conditions in our 
own individual consciousness and ex- 
perience.
